The  Senate  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Clerk.

The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  Clerk,  and  Winthrop  A. 
Marston  was  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Corbin —

'Joseph  Clough  was  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Blodgett— » 
The  Senate  proceeded  to  the  choioe  of  a  door-keeper,  and  Jacob 
Tyler  was  elected. 

The  Secretary  of  State  came  in  and  informed  the  President  of  the 
Senate  that  the  Chair  of  the  Governor  had  become  vacant  by  reason 
of  the  absence  of  his  Excellency. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  thereupon  signified  to  the  Senate  the 
necessity  of  vacating  his  seat  as  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Barton —

pro  tempore,  and  the  Hon.  Jesse  Carr  was  elected.

The  following  written  message  was  received  from  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Metcalf,  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Qenlkmcnoftht  Senate  and  State  of  Representtdivei  : 

In  entering  upon  the  duties  to  which  we  baye  be,$n  called  by  the 
free  suffrage*  of  our  fellow  citizens,  we  cannot  be  unmindful  of  JJb* 
importance  of  the  duties  thai  devolve  upon  us,  baying  the  public,  is? 
tcreati  of  the  State  confided  to  our  guardianship  and  c4re  for  the,  en- 
suing political  year.  In  view  of  these  responsibilities^  we, may.  witb. 
|ieat  propriety  and  humble  confidence  in  all  our  deliberations^  look 
;or  direction  and  guidance  to  that  Being  of  perfect  Wisdom,  .whose 
assistance  had  been  so  signally  manifested  in  the  success  that 'baa  at- 
tended the  efforts  of  our  predecessors,  in.  securing  and  transn&tMag  to 
us  our  civil,  religious  and  political  rights. 

Government  in  its  mildest  aspect,  under  tbe  .most  favorable  Con- 
stitution and  Laws,  and  the  most  perfect  administration,  is  but  a  ne- 
cessary evilj  And  if,  agreeable  to  eur  Chatter  of  Government,  we 
"  surrender  up  some  of  our  natural  rights  in  order  io  secure  the,  pro- 
tection of  others,"  and  fail  in  the  attempt,  the  evil  is  an  intolerable 
one,  and  adds  poignancy  to  the  reflection  that  we  furnish  the  means 
by  which  we  suffer.  The  great  end  and  design  of  all  government  is 
the  happiness  of  the  people,  more  peculiarly  so  in  a  Republic,  f  Lib- 
erty and  Equality"  being  the  fundamental  principles. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification,  that  when  called  to  the  discharge  of 
our  respective  duties,  we  are  not  left  without  instruction.  The  great 
leading  objects  of  legislation  are  marked  out  in  our  Constitution. 
The  private  rights  of  the  citizens  are  there  secured;  the  extent  to 
which  the  powers  of  government  may  go  is  there  defined,  and  the 
design  and  end  of  a  government,  founded  in  consent  and  instituted 
lor  the  general  good,  are  there  specified  end  explained;  and  we,  act- 
ing under  this  instrument,  have  but  to  devise  such  measures  as  may 
seem  best  calculated  to  carry  into  effect  the  views  of  those  whose 
charter  of  instructions  is  annually  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  peopled 
representatives,  and  which  we  have  each  of  us  sworn  to  sustain. 

Our  State  Constitution  has  enjoined  on  "the  legislators  and  magis- 
trates in  all  future  periods  of  this  government,  to  cherish  the  inter- 
ests of  literature  and  the  sciences,  and  all  seminaries  and  public 
schools;  to  encourage  private  and  public  institutions;  rewards  and 
immunities  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce, 
trades,  manufactures,  and  natural  history  of  the  country;  to  counte- 
nance and  inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity,  and  general  benevo- 
lence, public  and  private  charity,  industry  and  economy,  honesty  and 
punctuality,  sincerity,  sobriety,  and  all  social  affections  and  generous 
sentiments  among  the  people."  Here  an  extensive  field  is  not  only 
open  for  the  display  of  all  your  legislative  efforts,  but  it  is  enjoined 
on  us  as  legislators  and  magistrates  to  cherish,  encourage*,  counfe- 
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ad  moutaftte  the.  principles  and  objects  abore  enumerated. 
And  coming  from*  every  section  of  the  State,  and  immediately  from 
the  people,  too  bring  with  you  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and  wishes 
of  all.  And  whatever  measures  you  may  mature -and  adopt,  calcu* , 
lsted  to  satisfy  the  people,  increase  their  happiness,  promote  the  gen* 
end  welfare,  and  perpetuate  the  privileges  we  now  enjoy,  will  receive 
my  cheerful  co-operation. 

h  a  Republic,  one  of  the  most  interesting  subjects  of  legislation  is 
the  education  of  its  youth.  Without  it  every  other  effort,  however 
powerful  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  our  free  institutions,  must  fail. 
Ignorance  and  tyranny  go  hand  in  hand,  and  "  where  ignorance  pre- 
vails, there  rules'  the  rod  of  the  oppressor. " 

It  is  perfectly  apparent,  on  an  inspection  of  the  Constitution,  •  that 
there  was  no  object  more  desired  by  its  framers,  and  on  which  they 
rested  more  theft*  hopes  to  sustain  the  fabric  they  had  erected,  than 
the  general  <fiffbeion  of  knowledge.  The  peace  of  ttie  community, 
the  stability  of  our  institutions,  the  happiness  of  out  citizens,  and 
their  success  in  all  their  efforts  depend  mainly  on  their  intelligence. 

Our  literary  institutions  of  the  highest  order  are  useful  in  affording 
kcflftieafor  our  young  men  who  have  genius  and  enterprise,  and  who 
poaseas  the  pecuniary  means  of  placing  themselves  in  situations  to 
receive  the  benefit  of  their  instructions;  and  private  munificence  has 
generally  been  found  sufficient  for  the  establishment  and  continuance 
of  these  institutions. 

Oar  Academies  and  High  Schools,  suitably  protected  and  encotrr- 
oged,  afibrd  abundant  facilities  for  acquiring  the  requisite  literary 
qualifications  for  able  instructors  for  our  common  schools.  These 
primary  schools  are  the  most  interesting  and  afford  the  roost  useful 
roeans  of  general  education.  In  these  the  first  impressions  are  made, 
the  first  principles  taught.  Here  commences  the  education  of  all  our 
youth,  and  here  a  large  portion  of  them  finish  it,  except  what  may  be 
«H-acqaired;  and  here  too  is  educated  a  majority  of  the  free  electors 
°f  the  State  who  constitute  the  sovereign  power. 

The  patronage  of  the  Government  has  ever  been  found  necessary 
to  the  promotion  of  the  means  of  general  education.  It  is  appro- 
priately the  duty  of  the  Government  that  its  efforts  should  be  directed 
tp  this  end,  and  that  so  far  as  its  patronage  extends  it  should  provide 
jor the  wants  of  the  whole  community;  and  the  system  of  schools, 
'°ug  since  established  in  this  State,  is  based  upon  this  principle,  ex- 
tending  the  advantages  of  early  education  to  the  poor  as  well  as  the 
"eh,  and  thereby  diffusing  impartially  its  blessings  equally  among  all. 

jOte  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  altering  the  principles  in  the 
v«tistkm  of  teal  estate  for  the  apportionment  of  taxes,  though  salu 
***J  tn  its  general  principles,  has  had  the  effect  in  some  of  the  re- 
m°ter  districts  of  our  towns  to  diminish  the  length  of  the  term  of  ouf 
COBNnoa  schools.  So  far  as  such  has  been  its  operation  it  is  to  be  re- 
jjf^d;  aDd  ft  might  be  well  to  inquire  whether  it  may  not  be  reme- 
d|?d,  or  obviated  in  thirf  particular,  so  that  the  means  of  education, 
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hv^ofore  enjoyed,  should  nt*t  be  diminished  to  any  paction  of  &ur 
citi  0^p.  And  it  becomes  us  often  Jo  enquire,  whether,  the  .means  of 
ed'.v  ,non  enjoyed,  are  in.  proportion  to,  its  importance  and  there- 
(jiiiivi  -nt  of  the  times. 

Tr.ere  is  no  one  interest  so  important  to  the  people  of  this  State  a* 
its  Agricultural.  .  It  is  the  naain  business  of  wst,  of  the  inhabitant*, 
and.  on  it  we  are  dependent  for  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life*. 
It  is  in  reality  the,  foundation  of- all  other  interests.  -Agrieu^upe, 
Ccr.  merce  and  Manufactures,  which  constitute  roost  of  the  wealth 
and  engross  most  of  the  industry  of  the  country,  are  reciprocal  half* 
ro  t^i'th  other;  and  measures  calculated  to  advance  the  interests  of 
one,  will  generally  operate  favorably  on  ail.  Without  Agriculture, 
Manufactures  cannot  exist ;  and  without  both,  Commerce  must  fail. 

Tne  power,  to  u  regulate  comme/ce  with  foreign  nations  sod, 
a,morg  the  several  States,"  is  confided  to  the  General  Government, 
and  it  is  to  that  power  we  arq  to  look  lor  its  nurture  and  protection . 
SriU,  whatever  individual  States  may  do  in  promoting  the  increase 
f«f  agricultural  products  and  manufactures,  and  in  affording  facilities 
for  their  transportation  to  market,  will  aid  and  assist  commerce,  and 
come  more  immediately  .under  the  patronage  of  the  State  govera- 
jnent,  and  are  deserving  particular  attention. 

An  all  bounteous  Providence  has  bestowed  upon  the  people  of  this 
Suto  many,  signal  blessings.'  A  country  possessing  all  the  varieties 
of  soji  suitable  to  the  culture  and  production  of  inost  of  the  necessa* 
ries  and  comforts  of  life.  A  soil  not  exuberantly  rich,  but  of  sufficient 
fertility  to  place  its  cultivators  in  that  situation  which  seems  to  have 
bee, i  ordained  of  Heaven  as  the  most  happy,  possessing  "  neither 
poverty  nor  .riches;"  a  situation  calculated  to  afford  the  greatest  r*al 
enjoyment,  with  only  that  degree  of  labor  necessary  to  make  the 
people  active  and  vigorous.  Our  soil  does  not  invite,. nor  has  our  at- 
tention been  exclusively  directed  to  tjie  production  of  any  one  partic- 
ular crop  for  exportation.  But  it  Joes  invite  to  the  culture  of  the  va- 
i  iet.es  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  family,  su- 
perseding the  necessity  4>i  many  exchanges.  And  it  is  with  much 
satisfaction  that  the  industrious  and  economical  farmer,  when  he  re- 
flects pn  the  result  of  his  labors,  can  say,  he  has  a  competency  from 
his  own  culture,  grown  on  his  own  soil,  under  his  own  eye,  dependent 
on  ncne  but  Him  who  bestows  all  our  blessings..  And  if  he  may  not  * 
have. acquired  as  much  wealth  as  some  in  other  pursuits,  he  has  had 
♦ess  care  and  anxiety,  has  enjoyed  more  real  happiness,  and  has 
enough  to  satisfy  any  rational  mind.  And  whatever  mea&nies  may  be 
necessary  to  advar.ee  and  improve  the  agricultural  interests,  pre  mote 
useful  manufactures,  encourage  labor  and  the  mechanic  arts,  will 
merit,  and  no  doubt  receive,  due  legislative  consideration. 

So  long  as  we  heve  intercourse  with  foreign  nations,  we  have  so 
reason  to  expect  perpetual  exemption  from  the  conflicts  of  interest 
and  opinion,  to  which  such  intercourse  is  exposed:  And  so  long  as 
nations  and  individuals  neglect  to  regulate  their  proceedings  agree- 
ably to  the  rule  of  "  doing  as  they  wculd  be  dene  by,"  so  long  will 
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0m  mifctary  force  be  repaired  for  the  security  and  protection  caifar 
toe  institutions.         '     ;    ,   ,'  *  if/\ 

Tie  MHttia,  which  his  shared  largely  the  pride  of  the  cou*^ry  -n  v 
:>eaoe,  and  repeatedly  been  found  to  be  our.  bulwark  of  dettince.in 
wr,  was  considered  by  out  forefathers  who  framed  and  adopted  the 
Federal  and  State  Const itutione  as  our  "  proper  natural  and  sure 
kfcnce,*  and  as  "  necessary  to  the  security  of  afree  State."   There 
cm  at  this  \\A&  be  but  one  opinion  is, to  the  necessity  of  preserving 
th»  institution,  and  rendering  it  as  effectual  for  tlje  purposes  for 
fiicbftwardesigned,  as  its  nature  will  admit,  or  the  safety  and  the 
itpfiness  of  the  people  who  sustain  it'  require.     But  as  to  the  details 
*fa  system  that  shall  grte  the  most  efficient  aid  to  the  govennnept, 
ttCeiMtkatton  and  laws,  the  mosf  perfect  safety, to  public  and  inHi- 
ndttaal  lights,  imposing  the'le'ast  burthen :  upon  the  community  and 
uch  as  may  be  equally  sustained  by  the  rights  a^id  interests  prrtect- 
*ft/ there  ha*  been  mech  diversity  of  opinion.   J 
'©n'tfee  adaption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  the  power, 
fls  surrendered  to  Ooftgress  "  to  provide /of  organizing,  arming  and 
ixftiptiniag  the  Militia,  and  for  governing  such  parts  of  them  aB  may 
be  employed  in  the  s$r* icex  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the 
States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority 
oftraiotogthe  mftitia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Con- 
gress."     Upon  this  authority  which  is  paramount  to  the  State  author- 
ity, €ongresb  passedthe  ldWof  1*792,  which  requires  the  enrolment, 
with  few  exceptions;'  of  all  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fbrty- 
fi»e,  at  the  tame  time  sanctioning  the  exemptions  made  by  the  laws 
of  the  .sadrndttal  Seated,  and  those  that  might  afterwards  be  nrade. 
The  Jawof  this  State  with  regard  to  enrolment  has  generally  been 
coafovraable  to  the  aforesaid  law  of  1he  United  States.     And  the 
prevailing  o^irilon  at  this  tiflhe,  so i  for"  as  my  knowledge  extends,  i- 
that  in  Cftosequense  of  the  increased  population,  so  forge  an  enrol- 
meat  a*  the  law  of  Congress  requires  is  not  demanded  for  the  ph  ety 
of  the  fcotantry,  or  the  exigencies  of  government.     And  it  is  conBtient- 
lyMfoved  that  if  Congress,  which  has  the  delegated  power,  should- 
so  aoaeodthe  law  by  diminishing  the  enrolment  and  consequently  t:ie 
expense  in  tbesatte  ratio,  including  those  only '  between  the  ages .  of 
trentv-ooo  and  thirty  five,  agreeable  to*  the  Bill  now  before  the  nation - 
a!  tegariatare,  arid  the  law  of  the  'State  be  made  comformable  thereto, 
ft  would  be  an  improvement  of  the  system  and  revive  its  declining  rep-  < 
utatiort.  r 

Notwithstanding  the  Millitia  of  the  State  may  have  fallen  juto  #  mr. 
partjal  disrepute,  there  are  honorable  exceptions.,  And  many  oi  *** 
had  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  pf  witnessing  portions  of  .the*  Militia 
assembled  sbthts place  to  manifest  the  respect  ef  the  State  to.  to*t 
Chief  Exeontive' Magistrate  of  the  Union  whibb  did  honor  to  tbw 
aehrcs  and  received  the  merited  approbation  of  that  diatioguisbf*} 
Civil  and  Military.  Officer.  And  an/nieasure  calculated  so,  toequal- 
izethfit  burthen  that  all  cjassQS  of  the  cpmraunity  may  share  flquflUy  in 
the  expense  as  well  as  the  benefit,  to  foster  and  keep  up  a  .be^o^niu^' 
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tary  spirit  and  make  the  details  of  the  system  as  simple  and  us  JH- 
tleV>5noxious  to  the  people  as  is  practicable,  are  objects  very  desira- 
ble, "and  in  the  accomplishment  of  which  I  shall  be  happy  wfch  yen  to 
co-operate. 

The  appropriations  from  the  Treasury  whioh  hare  heretofore  baen 
made  for  the  education  of  that  unfortunate  class  of  oar  fellow  being* 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  are  creditable  to  the  State,  and  to  Hie  honor 
and  humanity  of  those  who  were  instrumental  in  making  them.  They 
have  been  applied  by  my  predecessors  with  that  prudence  and  discre- 
tion the  object  demanded,  and  have  been  highly  beneficial  to  those  in- 
dividuals who  have  participated  in  t^is  charity.  The  happiness  of 
this  class,  more  than  any  other,  depend  on  their  moral  and  intellectual 
culture.  And  the  appropriations,heretofore  made  for  this  benevolent 
object,  it  is  believed,  have  met  the  deeided  approbation  of  our  fellow 
citizens.  t  " 

There  is  another  class  of  our  fellow  beings  who  have  strong  daute 
on  the  liberality  of  the  government  and  sympathy  of  the  .community. 
I  allude  to  the  Insane,  a  subject  which  has  been  ably  portrayed  to- 
fore  (he  legislature  at  different  times  by  my  worthy  and  uaassdiate 
predecessor,  with,  all  the  sympathy  and  feeling  of  which  the  subject 
is  susceptible,  and. which  supersedes  the  necessity  of  any  comment 
from  me,  further  than  to  refer  you  to  his  remarks  on  the  subject,  and 
the  claim  that  suffering  humanity  has  to  your  consideration. 

In  connexion  with  this  subject,  i  would  remark  that  there  are  in- 
dividuals, consisting  of  persons  deprived  of  their  reason  nnd  conse- 
quently of  their  accountability,  whose  acts  have  been  of  suehra  char- 
acter as  to  gender  it  inconsistent  with  the  public  jstfety  thaUhey 
should  remain  at  large,  and  who  are  now  in  confinement  in  our  coun- 
ty jau\  under  circumstances  which  may  probably  cause  their  deten- 
tion during  life.  These  individuals,  who  are  entitled  to  all  the 
charity  and  sympathy  of  their  friends  and*  the  public,  consistent  with 
the  circumstances  of  their  case,  are  suffering  a  confinement  dreaded 
£y  the  worst  of  criminals.  It  would  be  far  better  for  them  that  there 
ibould  be  *  department  for  suQh  persons- in  the  institution  in  change 
of  the  fjfcate*  where  ftn  uniformity  of  treatment  could  be  iarfntataed* 
end  wWe,  as  &r  as  might  be  admissible,,  they  couM  enjoy  the  means 
of  labor  and  exeroise,  and  be  treated  with  that  indulgence  which  is 
due  to  them  as  subject.?  of  ft  misfortune  to  which  all  are  liable,  attd 
•  net  as  persons  convicted  o\  *  crime,  At  all  events  it  is  bettgHfts* 
the  power  of  commitment  iatht^e  cases,  should  be  defined-bv  Statute* 
and  not  rest  on  the  authority  of  the  tommonBaw,  which  has  heretofore 
been  sanctioned  from  the  necessity  of  tie  case, 
-  The  elements  and  principleeof  our  present  jystem  <*J*"*  ***** 
been  selected  from  the  wisdosaand  experience  rf;.^^  ■■"j*8  ei™r* 
that  may  have  been  adopted  into  the  systems  it  l*  believed  4Ure  »w 
and  inconsidereble,  .  Innovations  upon  t*kji  systeLms  toat  teve  ope- 
rated ihvorably,  should  be  practised  witt*  ft  Waring"  j  7*  ?*V* 
remedy  for  supposed  imperfections  should  be  cautiously  tfdopteoV  etter 
all  the  bearings  have  been  fiilly  considered,  and  ft  full  o^vtctwn  <»- 
-- ■ 
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taned,  that  the  imperiectiods,  if  any,  that  may  remit  from  the  in- 
tended amendment,  shall  be  less  than  the  evil  originally  complained 
of,  otherwise  we  have  a  change  of  law  withoot  benefit,  requiring  hew 
labor  to  be  understood,  and  time  for  judicial  decision  to  settle  its- 
principles. 

The  administration  of  Justice  is  an  essential  appurtenant  to  every 
Government,  and  was  a  subject  of  much  solicitude  to  the  firamers  of 
the  Constitution.  It  is  believed  that  the  present  organisation  of  our 
Court*  of  Justice,  to  whom  this  duty  is  committed,  is  such  as  to  ac- 
commodate itself  to  the  necessities  of  its  business  throughout  the 
State,  and  that  it  has  thus  far  generally  answered  the  expectations 
of  the  people- 

A  sense  of  duty  impels  me  to  invite  your  attention  to  one  of  the 
principles  of  our  criminal  code,  and  to  recommend  to  your  considera- 
tion and  reflection,  and  that  inquir)  and  discussion  that  may  lend  to 
the  tme  result,  whether  in  the  present  improved  state  of  society,  with 
well  constructed  and  regulated  Penitentiaries  for  solitary  confinement 
and  hard  labor,  the  good  of  society  or  sound  policy requires  Capital 
Punishment.  As  expressed  in  the  Constitution,  "the  true  design  of 
all  punishment  is  to  reform  and  not  to  exterminate  mankind."  No  one 
will  attempt  to  controvert  the  principle  that  "  the  prevention  of 
crime  is  the  sole  end  of  punishment,"  find  that  "  every  punishment, 
which  is  not  necessary  tor  that  purpose,  is  cruel  and  tyrannical." 
If  then  the  principle  is  admitted,  that  the  sole  end  of  punishment  is 
the  prevention  of  crime,  two  questions  arise— How  shaft  the  offender 
be  disposed  of  so  as  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  offence  ?  And 
what  punishment  shall  be  most  effectual  in  deterring  others  from  its 
commission !  The  first  question  is  readily  answered.  Perpetual 
solitary  imprisonment  is  as  effectual  to  prevent  the  repetition  as  death' 
itself ;  and  is  attended  with  this  desirable  consideration,  that  it  loaves 
the  offender  with  all  that  space  for  repentance  and  time  to  make  his 
peace  with  'his  God,  that  tie  may  see  fit  to  extend  to  htm.  The 
other  b  a  more  complicated  one  and  not  so  readily  answered  :  and, 
were  the  punishment  of  death  as  sure  to  follow  the  commission  of 
crime  as  some  other  punishments,  it  would  probably  be  the  roost  ef- 
fectual, as  it  is  the  heaviest  punishment  that  the  law  inflicts  ;  although 
many  are  of  opinion  that  the  apprehension  of  solitary  imprisonment 
and  hard  labor  fof  life,  is  as  impressive,  and  more  terrible  than  death 
itself,  Bat  it  is  the  certainty  and  not  the  severity  of  punishment, 
that  prevents  crime.  The  humanity  of  mankind  revolts  at  the  idea  of 
taking  the  life  of  a  fellow  being.  And  the  result  at  the  criminal  tri- 
bunal is,  that  none  are  convicted  unless  the  criminality  is  established 
beyond  all  doubt,  adopting  probably  the  maxim  that  "it  is  better  ten 
guilty  escape  than  one  innocent  suffer."  But  when  the  punish- 
ment is  imprisonment  and  hard  labor,  if  the  criminality  is  established 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  conviction  follows,  and  few  escape  the  mer- 
ited punishment,  confirming  the  correctness  of  the  principle  of  cer- 
tainty of  punishment  rather  than  its  severity  for  the  prevention  of 
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crimcB^thrt-AynAestrogrinf  due  x>kthte  prjacjfttegwrew  of  temptation, 
the  ho^  of  itopunkr*     .  .  \. .,  , 

Upon  ap  investigaliottof  the  stateof  U»e.  Tieasqry  yeu  will  die- 
cover  the  course  propter  to  be  pursued  in  relqtionite  tha*cteparti*eiit  ; 
and  also  of  the  State  Prison,  upon  the  report  of  the  Warden  q&d<  an 
examination  as  to  its  management  and  prudential  cQ*vce*ro&    , 

The  term  of  service  for  .which  one  of  the  Senators  from  thi*  State 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  waa  chosen^  will  expire  with  the 
third  of  March  next,  i  Ton  will  therefore  select  such  time  aa  you 
.may  think' most  proper  to  fill  the  vacancy. ' 

By  the  cooatructioo  of.  oar  system  of  govemraent,  out  sphere  for 
official  duties  lies  within  the  limits  of  our  own  St  ate,  beyond  which 
we  have  no  control;    But  as  individuals,  We  are  immediately  inter- 
ested in  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Government,  the  perpetuity 
iof  the  Union  and  tike  prosperity  of,  our  common  Country,    The  JN ac- 
tional Administration  has  been  signally  successful  irf  our  foreign  ne- 
:  gociations,  allaying  the  apprehension  of  internal  dtasentions,  and  rec- 
onciling conflicting  interests,  and  during  this  period  it  justly  received 
•the  cardial  approbation  of  a  large  majority  of*  our  fellow  citizens. 
The  tong  tried  and  faithful  services  of  our  present  Chief  Magistrate  , 
<in  peace  ^and  in  war,  his  personal  valor,  his  unbending  integrity,  his 
patriotic  devotion  to  the  welfare,  of  his  country,  and  the  moral  cour- 
age which  iorpei  him  to  the  conscientious  discharge  of  his  official  du- 
ties, have  powerful  claims  upon  the  affection  of  an  intelligent  people, 
-which  have  been,  arid  I  trust  will  continue  to  be, duly  appreciated. 
'  The  principles  and  proceedings  of  the  great  monied  Institution  of 
our  country  have  been  such  as  to  awaken  a  deep  interest  among  the_ 
enlightened  Citizens  of  our  national  Republic.     And  there  is  evident-' 

•  ly  a  violent  struggle  going  on  t>y  this  Institution  to  extort  a  recharter, 
and  Coerce  an  assent  by  oppression  of  the  people.     But  if  the  char- 

•  acter  of  the  American  people  is  not  entirely  misconceived,  and  has 
not  degenerated  in  patriotism  since  the  declaration  of  the  indepen- 
dence of  our  country,  and  it  is*  fully  believed  it  has  not,  every  effort  at 
coercion  and  every  attempt  at  wanton  oppression,  will  but  add  strength 
and  energy  to  the  resolution  to  put  down  the  oppressor.  Upon  a

The  pres- 
ent session  affords  a  convenient  -opportunity  for  the  Legislature  of 
this  State  to  express  its  vietfs  on  this  ihteresting  subject. 

In  closing  these  remarks  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  the  un- 
exampled prosperity  of  our  common  Country,  in  population,  wealth, 
'  aad  national  resources,  and  the  near  extinguishment  of  the  public 

•  debt,  and  on  the  enjoyment  of  "peace,  commerce  and  honest  friend- 
:  ship  With  ail  nations."

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSfc  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


1.  When*  Convention  of  the  two  Houses  is  to  be  formed*  wheth- 
er by  requiremeut  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or  resolve  pf  the 
two  Houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives to  the  Senate, giving  notice  when  the  House  will  meet  tha  Sen- 
ate in  Convention.  As  soon  thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the 
Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of 
the  House  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  stale  the 
reason  for  forming  the  Convention.  When  the  House  and  Senate  are 
thus  formed  in  Convention,  the  Rules  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  the 
House,  shall  be  considered  the  Rules  of  the  Convention,  so  far  as  they 
may  be  deemed  applicable,  add  the  Convention  shall  accordingly  be 
governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a  sense  of 
propriety,  in  each  House,  may  determine7  to  be  proper. 

3.  When  a  Message  shall  he  sent  from  either  House  to  the  other,  it 
shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  may  be  sent 
by  the  door  keeper. 

4.  Whfle  brHs  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they 
shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  House  respectively. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  for  tbe  purpose  of  engrossing  bills, 
*  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  House.     All  bills  that  pass  both 

Houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  Committee,  be  by  them  engrossed, 
'  carefully  examined  and  reported  to  the  respective  Houses;  and  shall 

be  signed,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  then 

by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  to  consist  of  three  members  of  the 
House  and  .one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the  following  subjects  to 
wit: 

On  all  matters  relative  to  the  State  Library,  and  on  all  matters  rela- 
tive to  the  State  House  and  State  House  yard. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House  is 
reiected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in 
which  the  same  may  have  passed. 

8.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers,  on  which  any 
hill  or  resolve  shall  be  founded. 

9.  After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a 
bill  or  resolve  shall  be  consideied  lost.

vices, and  the  able  support  and  geoerous  confidence  with  which  I 
have  been  honored.  The  intimate  relation,  which  has  subsisted  be- 
tween us  at  this  board,  now  terminates;  but  the  warm  sentiments  of 
affectionate  and  devoted  gratitude,  produced  by  your  personal  respect 
and  unchanging  kindness,  will  remain  deeply  impressed  on  my  heart, 
till  its  last  pulsation  ceases.

But  whatever  may  be  the  result  of  your  labors,  it  will  ever  be  a 
source  of  proud  satisfaction  to  me  to  believe,  that  actuated  by  a  just 
regard  for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  individuals,  and  a  desire  to  pro- 
mote the  public  interest,  and  to  advance  the  honor  and  condition  of 
the  State,  purity  of  purpose,  patriotism-of  feeling,  and  a  high  sense 
of  justice,  has  governed  all  your  proceedings. 

The  time  of  separation,  embittered  by  the  reflection  that  we  meet 
here  no  s^ore,  has  come,  and  I  leave  those  endeared  to  me  by  innu- 
merable associations  of  friendship  and  attachment,  and  the  chair  you 
have  long  generously  sustained,  forever. 

In  tendering  my  last  farewell,  permit  me  to  assure  you,  that  what- 
ever vicissitudes  may  await  us,  1  shall  never  cease  to  regard  every 
thing  connected  with  your  welfare  and  interest  with  feelings  of  the 
deepest  solicitude,  and  to  implore  for  you  the  peace,  protection  and 
felicity  of  Heaven.

Mr,  M>0aniel  (rem  the  select  joint  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
and  report  Joint  roles  for  the  government  ef  the  two  Branches  of  the 
Legislature,  made  a  report,  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  roles  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives for  the  last  year  be  the  Joint  rules  'of  both  Branches  ef 
the  Legislature  for  the  present  year. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  inform  the  Senate  thereof. 

The  following  message  in,  writing,  was  received  from  His  J&Jbcei* 
lency  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  Stale* 

Which  was  read  and  is  aa  follows. 

Gentlemen,  of  ike  Senate  and  flouse  of  Representative*  : 

In  entering  upon  the  duties  to  which  we  have  been  called  by  the 

tree  suffrages  of  our  fellow  citizens,  we  cannot  be  unmindful  of  the 
importance  of  the  duties  that  devolve  upon  us,  having  the  public  in-- 
terests  of  the  State  confided  to  our  guardianship  and  care  for  the  en* 
suing  political  year.  In  view  of  these  responsibilities,  we  may  with- 
great  propriety  aad  humble  confidence  in  all  our  deliberations,  look 
for  direction  and  guidance  to  that  Being  of  perfect  Wisdom,  wbose 
assistance  has  been  so  signally  manifested  in  the  success  that  has  at- 
tended the  efforts  of  our  predecessors,  in  securing  and  transmitting  to 
us  our  civil,  religious  and  political  rights. 

Government  in  its  mildest  aspect,  under  the  most'  favorable  Con* 
utituiion  and  Laws,  and  the  most  perfect  administration,  is  but  a  ne- 
cessary evil.  And  if,  agreeable  to  our  Charter  of  Government,  we. 
"  surrender  up  some  of  our  natural  rights  in  order  to  secure  the  pro- 
tection of  others,"  and  foil  in  the  attempt,  the  evil  is  an  intolerable 
one,  and  adds  poignancy  to  the  reflection  that  we  furnish  the  means 
by  which  we  suffer.  The  great  end  and  design  of  all  government  is 
the  happiness  of  the  people,  more  peculiarly  so  in  a  Republic,  "  Lib- 
erty and  Equality"  being  the  fundamental  principles. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification,  that  when  called  to  the  discharge  of. 
Mir  respective  duties,  we  are  not  left  without  instruction.  The  great 
eading  objects  of  legislation  are  marked  out  in  our  Constitution* 
the  private  rights  of  the  citizens  are  there  secured;  the  extent  to 
rbich  tie  powers  of  government  may  go  ia  there  .defined,  and  the 
Lesign  and  end  of  a  government,  founded  in  consent  and  instituted 
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for  the  general  pood,  are  then  specific  ssaijesfhifesi;  Mi  *#,  act-

And  eoining  from  every  section  of  the  State,  and  immediately  from 
the  people,  you  bring  with  yon  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and  wishes 
of  all.  And  whatever  measures  you  may  mature  and  adopt,  calcu- 
lated to  satisfy  the  people,  increase  their  happiness,  promote  Am  gen- 
eral welfare,  and  perpetuate  the  privileges  we  now  enjoy,  will  receive 
my  cheerful  co-operation.  % 

Inva  Republic,  one  of  the  most  Interesting  subjects  «f  legislation  is 
the  education  of  its  youth.  Without  it  every  other  effort,  however 
powerful  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  our  free  institutions,  must  Ail. 
Ignorance  and  tyranny  go  hand  in  hand,  and  "  where  ignorance  pre- 
vails, there  rules  the  rod  of  the  oppressor." 

It  is  perfectly  apparent  >  on  art  inspection  of  the  Constitution,  that 
there  was  no  object  more  desired  by  its  framers,  and  on  which  they 
rested  more  their  hopes  to  sustain  the  fabric  they  had  erected,  than 
the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge.  The  peace  of  the  community, 
the  stability  of  our  institutions,  the  happiness  of  our  citizens,  smd 
their  success  in  all  their  efforts  depend  mainly  on  their  intelligence. 

Oor  literary  institutions  of  the  highest  order  are  useful  in  affording 
fecilitiesfor  oor  young  men  tvho  have  genius  apd  enterprise,  and  who 
possess  the  pecuniary  means  of  placing  themselves  1n  situation*  to 
receive  the  benefit  of  their  instructions;  and  private  munificence  has 
generally  been  found  sufficient  for  the  establishment  and  coatkma«ce 
of  these  institutions. 

Our  Academies  and  High  Schools,  suitably  protected  and  encour- 
aged, afford  abundant  facilities  for  acquiring  the  requisite  Ktevmry 
qaahficattons  for  able  instructors  for  our  common  schools.  Tbese 
primary  schools  are  the  most  interesting  and  afford  the  moat  oafefol 
means  of  'general  education.  In  these  the  first  impressions  are  e**de, 
the  first  principles  taught.  Here  commences  the  education  of  all  our

Add  It  is  #hh'  hmch 
eatisftctionthat  the  industrious  and  economical  fanner,  when  he  re- 
jects on  the  result  ofhis  labors,  can  say,  he  has  a  competency  1tba 
his  own  culture,  grown  on  his  own  soil,  tinder  his  own  eye,-  dependent 
4*none  hat  Hint  who  bestows  alheur  blessings.  Arid  tf  he  Way*  toot 
hare  acquired  as  much  wealth1  as  son*  in  other  pursuit*,  he  hasFfcad 
less  care  and  anxiety,  has  enjoyed  more  real  happiness,  ane?  has 
•enough  to  satisfy  any  rational  mind.  And  whatever  measure*  Wr  be 
neceasary  to  advance  and  improve  the  agricultural  inteiesta/jrttmftote 
useful  manufactures,  encourage  labor  and  the  mechanic-  arts,  will 
merit,  and  no  doubt  receive,  due  legislative  consideration.  - 

So  long  as  we  have  intercourse  with  foreign  nations,  #e  havfcoo 
reason  to  expect  perpetual  exemption  from  the  conflicts*  of  fate!  eat 
and  opinion,  to  which  such  intercourse  is  exposed;  And1  so-'  tonjg'as 
nattouaAod  individuals  neglect  to  regulate  t heia  proceedings'  agrtfe- 
ably  to  the  rule  of  u  doing  as  they  would  be  done  by,"  so  long  will 
aome  military  force  be  required  for' the  secdrity  and  protection  of  «hr 
free  institutions* ' 

The  Militia,  which  has  shared  largely  the  prnfe  of  the  cothftty  in 
peace,  and  repeatedly  been  found  to  be  our  bulwark  of  defenfe*  in 
war,  was  considered  by  oar  forefathers  v4io  framed  and  adopted  the 
Federal  and  State  Constitutions  as  our  u  proper  natural  and  sure 
defence,"  and  as  "  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  State."  There 
can  at  this  time  be  but  one  opinion  as  to  tne  necessity  of  preserving 
this  institution,  and !  rendering  it  as  effectual  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  designed,  as  its  nature  vrtll  admit,  or  the  safety  an£  the 
happiness  of  the  people*  who  sustain  it  require.  But  as  to  the  details 
of  a  system  that  shall  gtve'the  most  efficient  aid  to  the  government, 
its  Constitution  and  laws,  the  most  perfect  safety  to  public' and  indi- 
viduaal  rights,  imposing  the  least  burthen  upon  the  community ;  and 
such  as  may  be  equally  sustained  by  the  rights  and  interests  protect- 
ed, there  has  been  much  diversity  of  opinion. 

On  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  the  power 
was  surrendered  to  Cengree*  u  to  provide  for  organising,  armhtg  and 
disciplining  the  Militia,  and  for  governing  audi  parts  of  them  as  may 
be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the 
States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officer*,  and  the '  authority 
of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  -  God- 
gfvss."  Upon  this  authority,  which  is  paramount  tothe  Sreteeethor- 
Ky,  Congress' passed  the  lawef  179$,  which  require*  the  enrolment, 
with  few  exceptions,  of  all  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty* 
fire,  at  die  same  time  sanctioning  the  exemption*  made  by  the  laws 
of  the  individual  States,  and  those  that  might  afterwards  be  made. 
The  law  of  this  State  with  regard  tb  enrolment  has  generally  been 
conformable  to  the  aforesaid  law  of  the  United  States.  Anl-efee 
prevaihng  opinioflat  thistiote,  so  for  aa  my  knowledge  extende,  is 
that  in  oonsequense  of  the  increased  population,  so'latwe  ea  tedr***

twfjfftejnufnead  thirty  live,  egreeable  to- the  Bill  now  before  the  nation- 
al loajnlntu/e,  and  th«  l»w  of  the  State  be  made  coinfermablft  thereto* 
it  ejojdd  be  an  improvejnent  of  the  ayateni  and  revive  its  declining  rep- 
ataiie*. 

Mo^uosiandjog  jthe  >Millitia  of  the  State  may  have  fallen  into  tone 
partial  disrepute,  there  are  honorable  exception*  And  many  of  as 
had  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of  witnessing  portions  of  the  Militia 
sssamhled  at  tins  place  to  manifest  the  respect  of.  the-  State  to  the 
Chjaf  Saeoutive  Magistrate,  nf  the  Union  wbiob  did  honor  to  them- 
selves,  and  received  the  .merited  approbation  of  that  distinguished 
Civil  jend  Military  Officer.,  And  any  measure  calculated  so  to  equal- 
ize the*  burthen  that  all  classes  of  the  community,  may  share  equally  in 
the  expense  as  well  aa  the  benefit,  to  foster  and  keep,  up  a  becoming 
military  apkit  And  make  the  details  of  the  system  as  simple  and  as  lit- 
tle obnoxious  to  the  people  as  is  practicable,  are  objects  very  desire- 
Me*a#d  mine  acoesnpUsbmentof  which  I  shall  be  happy  with  you  to

The  appropriations  from  (be  Treasury  which  have  heretofore  been 
made  eor  the  education  of  that  unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow  beings 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb*  aret  creditable  to  the  State,  and  to  the  honor 
aneV  humanity  of  those  who  were  instrumental  in  roakiog  them.

fectual, as  it  is  the  heaviest  punishment  that  the  law  inflicts  ;  although 
many  are  of  opinion  that  the  apprehension  of  solitary  imprisonment 
and  hard  labor  for  life,  is  as  impressive,  and  more  terrible  than  death 
itae|£  Bat  it  is  the  certainty  and  not  the  severity  of  punishment, 
that  prevents  crime.  The  humanity  of  mankind  revolts  at  the  idea  of 
taking  the  life  of  a  fellow  being.  A  nd  the  result  at  the  criminal  tri- 
bunal is,  that  none  are  convicted  unless  the  criminality  is  established 
beyond  all  doubt,  adopting  probably  the  maxim  that  "it  is  better  ten 
guilty  escape  than  One  innocent  suffer."  But  when  the  punish- 
ment »  imprisonment  and  hard  labor,  if  the  criminality  is  established 
beyoad  a  reasonable  doubt  conviction  follows,  and  few  escape  the  mer- 
ited punishment,  confirming  the  correctness  of  the  principle  of  cer- 
tainty of  punishment  rather  than  its  severity  for  the  prevention  of 
crimes;  thereby  destroying  one  of  the  principle  sources  of  temptation, 
tte  hope  of  impunity. 

Upon  an  investigation  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury  you  will  dis- 
cover the  course  proper  to  be  pursued  in  relation  to  that  department  ; 
and  also  of  the  State  Prison,  upon  the  report  of  the  Warden  and  an 
examination  as  to  its  management  and  prudential  concerns.  , 

The  term  of  service  for  which  one  of  the  Senators  from  this  State 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  was  chosen,  will  expire  with  the 
third  of  March  next.  You  will  therefore  select  such  time  a3  you 
may  think  most  proper  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

By  the  construction  of  our  system  of  government,  our  sphere  for 
official  duties  lies  within  the  limits  of  our  own  State,  Beyond  which 
we  have  no  control.  But  as  individuals,  we  arc  immediately  intei- 
ested  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Genera!  Government,  the  perpetuity 
of  the  Union  and  the  prosperity  of  our  common  Country.  The  Na- 
tional Administration  has  been  signally  successful  in  our  foieign  ne- 
gotiations, allaying  the  apprehension  of  internal  dissections,  and  rec- 
onciling conflicting  interests,  and  during  this  period  it  justly  received 
the  cordial  approbation  of  a  large  majority  of  our  fellow  citizens. 
Tholoog  tried  and  faithful  services  of  our  present  Chief  Magistrate, 
in  peace  and  in  war,  his  personal' valor,  his  unbending  integrity,  his 
patriotic  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  his  country,  and  I  he  moral  cour- 
age which  impelhim  to  the  conscientious  discharge  of  his  official  du- 
ties, have  powerful  claims  upon  the  afTection  of  an  intelligent  people. 
which  have  been,  and  1  trust  will  continue  to  be,  duly  appreciated. 

The  principles  and  proceedings  of  the  great  monied  Institution  of 
our  country  have  been  such  as  to  awaken  a  deep  interest  among  the 
enlightened  Citizens  of  our  national  Republic.  And  there  is  evident- 
ly a  violent  struggle  going  on  by  this  Institution  to  extort  a  recharter, 
and  coerce  an  assent  by  oppression  of  the  people.  But  if  the  char- 
acter of  the  American  people  is  not  entirely  misconceived,  and  ha" 
not  degenerated  to  patriotism  since  the  declaration  of  the  indepr 
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dence  of  our  country,  and  it  is  fully  believed  it  has  not,"  every  effort  at 
coercion  and  every  attempt  at  wanton  oppression,  will  but  add  strength 
and  energy  to  the  resolution  to  put  down  the  oppressor.  Upon  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  character  and  influence  of  this  institu- 
tion, it  will  be  found,  it  is  believed,  both  in  principle  ancj  practice,  in- 
compatible with  the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  government.  The  pres- 
ent session  affords  a  convenient  opportunity  for  the  Legislature  of 
this  State  to  express  its  views  on  this  interesting  subject. 

In  closing  these  remarks  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  the  un- 
exampled prosperity  of  our  common  Country,  in  population,  wealth, 
and  national  resources,  and  the  .near  extinguishment  of  the  public 
debf,  and  on  the  enjoyment  of  "peace,  commerce  and  honest  friend- 
ship with  animations."

Mr: Wilson,  pursuant  to  notice  given  on  Saturday  last,  presented 
the  following  protest  against  the  passage' of  the  resolution  vacating 
the  seats  of  the  members  from  the  town  of  Somersworlh,  with  the  re- 
quest that  the  same  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

The  undersigned,  dissenting  from  the  vote  of  the  House  on  the  res- 
olution passed  on  the  21st  day  of  June,  A.  D/  1834,  depriving  John 
Wentworth,  2nd,  Richard  Kimball  and  Jacob  Davis,  of  their  seats  in 
the  House  as  Representatives  from  the  town  of  Somersworth,  claims 
his  constitutional  privilege  of  entering  his  protest  against  the  vote  on 
the  passage  of  said  resolution  on  the  Journal. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  provides,  that 
"there  shall  be  in  the  Legislature  of  this  State  a  representation  of  the 
people  annually  elected,  and  founded  upon  principles  of  equality  j  and 
in  order  that  such  representation  may  be  as  equal  as  circumstances 
will  admit,  every  town,  parish  or  place,  entitled  to  town  privileges, 
having  one  hundred  and  fifty  rateable  polls  of  twenty  one  years  ofage 
and  upwards,, may  elect  one  Representative;  if  four  hundred  and  fitly 
rateable  polls,  may  elect  two  Representatives;  and  so  proceeding  in 
that  proportion,  making  three  hundred  rateable  polls  tjie  mean  in- 
creasing number  for  every  additional  Representative."  Such  is  the 
language  of  the  Constitution;  and  it  is  very  obvious,  that  the  people 
who  approved,  and  the  convention  by  which  it  was  established  in 
September,  1792,  intended  to  make  a  broad  and  liberal  provision  for 
a  representation  of  the  people,  founded  on  the  principle  of  equality. 

Whoever  is  at  all  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  people  of  New 
England,  well  knows  that  the  right  of  equal  representation  has  been 
regarded  by  them  as  one  of  their  highest  political  privileges, a  privilege 
they  have  ever  fearlessly  asserted  and  vigilantly  guarded.  It  was  the 
withholding  of  that  right,  and  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  British 
Government  to  impose  taxes  upon  the  people  without  their  consent, 
that  first  caused  the  rupture  between  the  North  American  Colonies 
and  the  mother  country,  and  which  resulted  in  the  independence  of 
these  United  States.  In  adopting  a  Constitution  for  their  own  gov- 
ernment, it  was  to  have  been  expected  J  bat  the  people  would,  as  the 
people  of  New  Hampshire  did,  provide  for  a  representation  of  the 
people,  as  near  as  well  could  be,  upon  the  principles  of  equality.-— 
This  privilege  of  representation  has  hitherto  been  accorded  to  the 
people  of  the  towns  and  places  in  this  State,  with  a  highly  commend- 
able liberality .  Special  acts  have  repeatedly  been  passed 'to  authorize 
the  people  of  towns  and  places,  not  having  the  constitutional  number 
of  rateable  polls,  to  send  a  Representative.  The  Legislature  has 
iterer  considered  itself  restrained  by  the  Constitution  from  pasting 
such  special  acts,  and  the  liberal  and  honourable  course  of  the;  Legi*- 
8 
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laturc  in  this  State,  in  this  matter,  addresses  itself  to  every  friend  of  a 
republican  form  of  government,  with  peculiar  claim  to  unqualified  ap- 
probation. 

In  tf  republic  the  people  are  regarded  as  the  original  source  of  po- 
litical power,  the  government  is  to  be  administered  by  persons  delega- 
ted by  the  people,  and  deriving,  their  authorities  from  the  people,  and 
the  expense  of  its  administration  is  to  be  borne  by  the  people,  in  their 
just  and  equitable  proportion.  The  truth  and  correctness  of  these 
principles  is  universally  admitted .  It  has  ever  been  held  in  this  coun- 
try that  taxation  and  representation  go  together;  that  the  people  are 
not  to  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  government,  without  having  a  voice 
in  that  government. 

It  can  hardly  be  denied  by  any  one  who  has  studied  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State,  and  who  has  attended  to  the  practice  of  the  Legisla- 
ture under  it,  that  the  framers  of  that  instrument  did  recognise  the  con- 
nexion between  taxation  and  representation.  The  2&th  section  of  the 
bill  of  rights  expressly  recognizes  it,  and  all  our  legislation 
hitherto  hath  regarded  it.  The  undersigned  believes  it  ought  to  be 
regarded  in  the  administration  of  the  government.  Looking  then 
at  thu  principle,  in  connexion  with  the  facts  which  appear  on  our  pub- 
lic Ian*s  and  on  our  own  records,  the  undersigned  has  been  strongly 
impressed  with  the  hardship  imposed  upon  the  town  of  Somersworth 
by  the  decision  of  the  House  in  the  above  vote.  There  aje  three 
towns  only  in  this  State  which  severally  pays  so  much  for  the  support 
of  government  as  that  town.  Two  of  said  towns  haye  each  a  greater 
number  of  Representatives  than  Somersworth  claims  to  have.  There 
are  three  other  towns,  viz.  Gilmanton,  Dunstable  and  Clarcmont, 
having  each  three  Representatives,  while  neither  of  them  pays  so 
much  as  Somersworth. 

By  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  depriving  Somersworth  of  her  en- 
tire representation,  the  House  seems  to  have  overlooked  the  connex- 
ion between  representation  and  taxation. 

The  undersigned  is  aware  of  the  grounds  upon  which  those  who  vo- 
ted for  the  passage  of  the  resolution  put  the  case.  The  first  and 
prominent  ground  is,  that  foreigners  are  not  to  be  counted  as  rateable 
x  polls  to  form  the  basis  of  representation  for  the  several  towns  in  tbia 
State.  The  second  ground  is,  that  it  has  not  been  rendered  certain, 
rVbm  sucfti  examination  as  has  been  had,  that  there  were  750  rateable 
poHs  in  the  town  of  Somersworth,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March 
last.  These  are  the  onlv  grounds  upon  which  he  understands  tfroae 
who  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  justify  their  several  votes.  Np  other 
reason  has  been  rendered,  either  by  the  report  ojf  any  committee  pr  in 
debate,  the  one  presents  a  question  of  law,  and  the  other  a  question 
•  of  feet;  and  the  undersigned  will  briefly  consider  both., 

It  becomes  necessary,  to  a  fair  understanding  of  the  case,  that  the 
facts  connected  with  it  be  briefly  stated .  The  town  meeting  was  jdu- 
ry-faolden  in  said  town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  1834.     The 
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three  persons  named  in  the  resolution  aforesaid  received  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  for  Representatives  from  said  town  to  the  Gener- 
al court;  they  had  each  a  certificate  signed  by  the  town  Clerk,  certi- 
fying that  they  were  duly  elected.  It  was  further  certified  by  lMC 
town  Clerk,  that  the  check  list  was  duly  posted  up  by  the  selectmen 
in  said  town,  containing  the  names  of  692  legal  voters.  The  certifi- 
cates were  first  referred  in  the  House  to  the  standing  commit! te  on 
elections;  which  committee  reported  a  resolution,  that  the  three  Rep- 
resentatives aforesaid  were  not  entitled  to  their  seats  in  the  House 

This  resolution  accompanied  a  report  containing  a  brief  statement  * 
ofiacts,  from  which  it  appea/ed  that  the  committee  on  election.*,  an 
ascertaining  that  there  were  not  a  sufficient  ainnber  of  names  or  the 
check  list  to  entitle  the  town  to  three  Representatives,  made  inquiry  * 
of  the  sitting  members,  and  were  informed  that  there  were  a  su  Ttcient 
number  of  rateable  polls  residing  in  said  town  at  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion over  twenty  one  years  of  age,  including  foreigners,  whose  names 
were  not  on  the  check  list  to  make  up  the  number  to  over  750  ratea- 
ble polls.  The  committee  on  elections  ruled  that  foreigners  could  iiot 
be  considered  rateable  polls  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution, 
and  ought  hot  to  be  counted  to  ascertain  the  right  of  the  town  to  rep- 
resentation. The  committee  on  elections,  upon  this  ruling,  declined 
receiving  any  evidence  tending  to  show  an  additional  number  of  rate- 
able polls  in  said  town,  including  foreigners  and  'thoso  whose  names 
.  were  not  on  the  check  list.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  elections, 
and  the  resolution  introduced  by  said  committee,  were  referred  to  the 
standing  committee  on  the  judiciary  The  standing  committee  on  the 
judiciary,  in  their  report  expressed  an  opinion  adverse'  to  the  <  pir.ion 
of  the  committee  on  elections.  The  judiciary  committee  v*ere  of 
opinion  that  foreigners  residing  in  and  taxable  in  a  town  were  rightfully 
included  in  the  number  of  rateable  polls  of  that  town  to  determine 
its  right  of  representation.  In  the  opinion  of  the  law  expressed  by  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary,  the  undersigned  fully  concurs;  but  the 
discussion  in  the  House,  by  those  who  advocated  the  passage  < >:'  the 
resolution,  went  to  controvert  the  opinion  of  the  judiciary  committee 
on  this  point,  and  as  the  undersigned  verity  believes  very  many  of  the 
votes  given  forihe  passage  of  said  resolution  were  given  on  the  ground 
that  foreigners;  resident  in  any  town,  ought  not  to  be  counted  a*  rate- 
able polls.  If  we  look  at  the  Constitution  itself  we  there  find  what  the 
framers  of  that  instrument  iutended  by  the  term  rateable  polls.  .  In  the 
12th  section  of  the  bill  of  rights,  we  find  this  language,  "Every  mem- 
ber of  the  community,  not  every  free  native  or  naturalized  citizen, 
"has  a  right  to  be  protected  by  it  in  his  life,  liberty  and  property;  he 
is  therefore  bound  to  contribute  his  share  in  the  expense  of  "such  pro* 
taction."  Now  can  any  man  doubt  that  a  foreigner,  when  he  conies 
to  reside  in  any  of  our  towns,  becomes  a  member  of  the  comm*inity 
inthatHowp,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  and  entitled  to 
the  fullest  protection  of  our  laws  for  bis  life,  liberty  and  property  and 
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can  any  man,  with  a  spark  of  common  se.se,  doubt  that  the  framere 
of  the  Constitution  intended  that  he  should  bear  his  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  such  protection?    This  expense  can  be  laid  upon  him  in  no 

,  other  way  thary by  assessing  a  tax  under  our  laws  upon'  his  poll  and 
rateable  estate,  and  the  power  to  assess  the  one. is  as  broad  aa  the 
power  to  assess  the  other. 

The  deliberate  opinion  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of  Mas* 
sachus'etts —  (Mass.  Report  VII  vol.)  sustains  the  principle,  that  for- 
eigners are  to  be  counted  rateable  polls  for  the  purpose  of  represen- 
tation. Our  own  laws' also,  as  reported  by  a  select  committee  ap- 
pointed within  the  last  few  years  to  revise  our  statute  laws,  at  the  head 
of  which  was  the  learned  Chief  justice  of  our  superior  court,  permits 
foreigners  residing  here  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  town  officers*  It  is 
difficult  to  understaud  why  this  privilege  should  be  permitted  to  them, 
except  on  the  ground  of  their  liability  to  taxation,  subject  however  to 
that  liability  ;  and  the  reason  is  perfectly  apparent  whj  they  should 
be  permitted  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  those  by  whom  the  taxes  are 
by  law  to  be  assessed.  This  principle  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  the 
genius  and  spirit  of  our  free  institutions.  The  undersigned,  therefore, 
believes  that  those  who  voted  for  the  passage  of  said  resolution,  on 
the  ground  that  foreigners  could  not  constitutionally  be  counted  to  as- 
certain the  right  of  the  town  to  its  representative,  were  in  error  upon 
th©  law  of  the  case. 

The  standing  committee  on  elections,  upon  their  ruling  of  the  law 
relating  to  foreigners,  did  not  receive  any  evidence  to  ascertain  how 
many  rateable  polls  there  were  in  the  town  of  Somersworth  on  the 
Slid  Tuesday  of  March  last.     The  undersigned  thinks  it  material  here 

\  to  refer  to  the  ruling  of  the  committee  on  elections  on  the  right  of  the 
Claremont  Representatives  to  hold  their  seats  in  relation  to  the  num- 
ber of  rateable  polls.  The  check  list,  as  certified  by  the  town  Clerk 
of  Claremont,  contained  less  than  the  requisite  number  of  names  to 
entitle  the  town  to  three  Representatives,  the  number  returned.— 
But  the  committee  reported,  that  by  a  certificate  of  the  selectmen  of 
Claremont,  it  appeared  that  there  were  in  said  town,  at  the  time  of  the 
election,  a  sufficient  number  of  rateable  polls,  not  on  the  check  list, 
to  make  up  the  750,  and  thereupon  reported  a  resolution,  that  the 
Representatives  from  Claremont  were  entitled  to  hold  their  seats. 
The  delegation  from  Somersworth  were  peculiarly  unfortunate  in 
this,  that  the  committee  on  elections  decided  the  law  against  them, 

'  and  upon  the  decision  of  that  committee,  in  a  precisely  similar  case, 
would  have  decided  the  facts  for  them,  while  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary  decided  the  law  for  them,  and  the  facts  upon  a  rule  of  evi- 
dence different  from  the  rule  established  by  the  committee  on  elections 
in  the  Claremont  case  against  them.  ' 

The  standing  committee  on  the  judiciary  report,  that  they  have 
gone  into  the  evidence  of  the  number  of  rateable  polls  in  Somers- 
worth, and  are  not  satisfied  that  on  the^d  Tuesday  of  March  it  con- 
tained 750,  including  foreigners.     The  undersigned  regrets  that  the 
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cdflBouttee,  having  gone  into  the  evidence,  had  not  spread  it  before 
the  House,  that  the  House  might  have  passed  upon  the  facts,  upon  a 
fall  view  of  aH  the  evidence  in  the  case.  The  report  impnes'  doubt, 
aad  it  Beeras  to  the  undersigned  that  it  would  better  have  comported 
with  that  liberal  and  honorable  course  which  has  ever  characterized 
oar  legislation  upon  this  sabject  of  representation,  if  the  committee 
had  proceeded  in  the  investigation  of  the  facts,  until  their  doubts 
should  have  been  removed,  and  the  facts  made  reasonably  certain  •■ 
that  there  was  or  % was  not  that  number  of  rateable  polls  in  said  town 
at  the  time.  Let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  case  under  considera- 
tion involves  the  rights  of  the  people  to  be  represented  here,  and  the 
power  of  the  House  to  deprive  them  of  their  representation  in  the 
popular  branch  of  the  Legislature.  These  are  the  matters  directly 
presented  to  our  consideration  in  the  present  case.  The  undersigned  . 
maintains,  that  the  rights  of  the  people  are  to  be  regarded  with  the 
utmost  liberality,  and  the  power  of  the  House  to  deprive  them  of  their 
Representatives  should  be  guarded  and  sustained  by  the  application 
of  the  most  strict  and  rigid  rules,  and  never  exercise  hastily  or  upon 
an  uncertain  or  doubtful  case.  For  aught  that  has  appeared,  either  in 
the  reports  of  the  committees,  or  in  the  resolution  itself,  or  hath  f;;llen 
from  any  one  in  debate,  the  House  in  this  matter  is  moving  upon  its 
own  motion;  it  resolves  in  favor  of  its  own  power,  and  the  conse- 
quence is  to  deprive  a  town  of  its  entire  representation.  The  people 
«if  the  town  are  put  upon  trial  by  the  House — they  are  charged  with 
the  offence  of  fraudulently,  wilfully  and  wittingly  attempting  to  Fend  * 
three  Representatives  to  this  House,  when  they  were  entitled  to  but 
two.  Upon  such  a  charge,  the1' House  certainly  should  have  pro- 
ceeded with  very  great  caution  and  deliberation;  long  examined  faith- 
fully before  it  should  pronounce  a  verdict  of  guilty.  The  House  is  a 
party  in  interest,  and  its  members  are  the  courl  and  the  jury  to  try 
the  law  and  the  facts.  The  true  question  ought  not  to  be  overlooked. 
It  is  not  a  question  of  contested  election — not  which  one  or  two,  or 
which  three  or  six  persons  shall  hold  their  seats,  but  whether  the 
town  of  Somersworth  shall  be  represented  at  all  in  this  House.  It 
is  our  own  right,  as  members,  that  the  House  is  attempting  to  main- 
tain by  its  vote  against  the  rights  of  the  people  of  that  town  to  their 
representation.  The  Houso  is  barring  its  doors  against  those  it  re- 
solves to  be  intruders,  while  those  it  excludes  come  up  here  with  the 
certificate  of  their  qualifications  and  rights  as  Representatives  of  the 
town  which  sends  them. 

It  was  stated  in  debate,  and  not  contradicted,  that  the  sitting  mem- 
bers produced  the  check  list,  certified  hy  the  selectmen,  which  con- 
tained the  names  of  692  legal  voters; — they  also  produced  a  certificate 
of  the  selectmen,  for  the  time  being,  that  there  were  93  rateable  polls, 
including  foreigners,  residing  in  said  town  at  the  time  of  the  election, 
whose  names  were  not  on  the  check  list.  The  number  of  rateable 
polls,  as  it  would  appear  prima-facie,  was  785,  being  35.  more  thai) 
8* 
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the  requisite  number.  The  House  should  have  been  informed  fully 
of  the  evidence  which  rendered  it  doubtful  in  the  mtads  of  the  com- 
rotttee  that  there  were  750  rateable  polks  in  that  town. 

The  undersigned  was  astonished  when  he  heard  it  read  from  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  "  that  the  sitting  members 
asked  further  time  to  procure  evidence  that  it  (meaning  the.  town)  did 
contain  that  number  (750);  but  the  committee  were  of  opinion  that  it 
ought  not  to  be  granted."  Shall  not  the  rights  of  the  people  to  be 
represented  here  be  guarded  with  a  more  vigilant  hand  ?  Shall  not 
time  be  granted,  when  respectable  men  request  it,  to  make  certain  by 
evidence  thai  which  is  doubtful,  and  that  too  touching  a  highly  valued 
right  oRthe  people? 

The  undersigned  dissents  entirely  from  this  ruling  of  the  committee, 
and  the  hasty  action  of  the  House — He  believes  that  every  indul- 
gence should  be  granted  for  the  production  of  evidence  on  a  question 
of  such  importance;  it  goes  to  disturb  the  very  foundation  of  our  free 
institutions.  If  the  House  should  indulge  itself  in  the  hasty  and  in- 
considerate exercise  of  its  power,  it  may  deprive  the  Representatives, 
of  the  people  of  their  seats  here,  and  silence  the  voice  of  the  people 
for  a  time  within  these  walls;  but  the  people  of  this  State  have  never 
been  taught,  and  ndver  can  be  taught  to  submit  tamely  to  the  illegsl 
exercise  of  arbitrary  power.  * 

For  I  he  foregoing  reason  the  undersigned  enters  his  solemn  protest 
against  the  vote  of  the  House,  depriving  the  people  of  Somersworth 
of  their  representation.

to  encounter  the  rude  hardships,  dangers  and  deprivations  of  an 
American  camp — Who  contributed  his  blood  and  treasures  in  the  de- 
fence of  a  people,  only  known  to  him  by  their  prowess  in  the  war  . 
which  wrested  from  France  her  possessions  in  America;  and  when 
the  object  of  that  contest  was  accomplished,  was  next  to  be  found 
assisting  in  the  mightier  struggle  of  his  own  country,  and  with  the 
same  motives — Who,  when  those  convulsions  had  subsided  in  the 
creation  of  a  despotism  "which  wielded  the  destinies  of  the  Globe  and 
mocked  the  calculations  of  human  power  and  human  wisdom,  retired 
before  the  torrent  he  could  no  longer  withstand — Who,  when  that 
.splendid  but  terrific  prodigy  have  fallen  under  the  gigantic  effort  of  it* 
own  ambition,  was  foundjat  the  head  of  his  country's  councils,  and 
again  advocating  the  rights  of  freemen.  That  they  regard 
such  a  man  as  worthy  of  being  associated  with  that  host  of  heroes  who 
fought  in  the  foremost  ranks  of  American  patriotism,  and  whose  a-» 
enlevements  stand  alone  upon  the  page  of  History. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  Generat  Court  convened,  That  the  intelligence  of  the  de- 
cease of  Major  General  La  Fayette  has  excited  the  most  heart  felt 
sensibilities  of  the  members  of  this  Legislature,  and  that  they  vit  w  the 
event  which  has  deprived  the  world  of  one  of  its  most  distinguished 
patriots,  as  a  proper  occasion  of  national  mourning.

The  profits  ofHhe  smith  Shop  have  been  t^^r- 
eatry  further  reduced  by  a  reduction  in  the  appraisal  in  some  instate  <*, 
of  the  price  of  stock  and  tools,  frpm  the  prices  of  last  year;  thr.  L.^» 
of  a  horse  also  has  helped  to  reduce  the  income  of  this  Shop 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  sales  of  the  stone  Shop,  for  the  past  yeuc, 
have  been  very  limited;  and  that  the  profits  of  that  shop  consist  most- 
ly in  manufactured  stone  still  on  hand;  anct there  is  but  little  pr«>sp«cf. 
of  ejecting  many  sales  the  present  year.  It  has  been  thought  a«U  st- 
able to  curtail  the  stone  business,  and  introdu.ee  other  branches,  i  v  . 
products  of  which  would  find  a  better  market  and  surer  pay.  Foi  this . 
purpose,  the  Harness  business  has  been  commenced,  since  our  lt**t 
Report,  which  bids  fair  to  be  a  good  business. 

Agreebly  to  instructions  of  the  Legislature,  endeavors  have  been' 
made  to  collect  the  demands  due  the  Prison,  and  many  of  them  have 
been  put  in  suit,  but  little,  as  yet,  has  .been  realized  from  our  large 
claims.  From  this  circumstance,  as  well  as  from  an  inability  t  >  dis- 
poseyof  to  advantage  our  manufactured  stone,  the  Institution  has  been 
under  the  necessity  of  contracting  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  debts: 
which,  in  the  present  staje  of  affairs,  it  will  be  unable  immediately  toi 
liquidate  without  much  sacrifice  of  property  now  on  hand. 

It  is  confidently  believed  however,  taking  into  account  the  great  im- 
provements which  have  been  made  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
Executive,  and  which  the  crowded  and  very  decayed  condition  <  f  the 
buildings  rendered  absolutely  necessary,  that  the  actual  profits  *:%  the 
Prison  will  fall  nothing  below  that  of  former  years. 

During  the  past  year,  especially  through  the  winter  season,  there' 
has  been  much  more  than  the  usual  number  upon  the  sick  list;  butt  rife 
present  state  of  health  among  the  convicts,  we  are  happy  to  p  y,  is 
very  good.  v 

The  effects  of  the  new  "prison  discipline"  upon  the  habits  an^  mor- 
als of  the  convicts,  have  been  most  palpable  and  salutary,  and  i't  this 
respect,  if  in  no  other,  amply  repays  the  additional  expense  wh  ch  it 
occasions.

IN  CONVENTION. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  being  assembled  in 
Convention,  in  the  Representatives'  Hall,  His  .Excellency  William 
Badger,  Governor  elect,  came  in  attended  by  the  Honorable  Coun^ 
cil,  and  the  committee  of  both  Houses,  declared  his  acceptance  of 
the  office  of  Governor,  and,  in  presence  of  both  branches  pi  the 
Legislature,  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  the  oath 
of  office;  whereupon,  Hon.  Charles  F.  Gove,  President  of  the  Sen* 
ate,  declared  His  Excellency  William  Badger,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  New-Hampshire,  for  the  ensuing  political  year,  and  presented  to 
him  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  as  a  guide  inrthe  dis- 
charge oi  his  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council,  then 
withdrew.

The  'Convention  rose  and  the  Senate  returned  to  their  Chamber, 
'*  IN  SENATE, 

The  following  message  in  writing  was  received  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  by  Mr.  Meicalt,  Secretary  of  State  ; 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Bouse  of  Representatives  : 
'•  HAVING  again  been  called  by  my  Fellow-Citizens,  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  State,  I  avail  myself  of  the  present  occasion,  to  express  my 
unfeigned  acknowledgement  for  this  renewed  expression  of  their  confidence.  To, the 
^dependent  suffrages  of  a  patriotic  and  intelligent  people,  am  I  indebted  for  this  dis* 
tingaiflhed  honor.  To  obtain  their  universal  approbation  in  discharging  the  dntles  ne* 
cessarily  devolving  upon  the  office,  although  very  desirable,  is  more  than  I  can  reasoiw 
aWy  anticipate.  Bat  it  will  ever  be  the  object  of  my  official  course,  so  to  discharge 
the  duties,  as  to  secure  the  rewards  of  an  approving  conscience,  promote  the  true  h> 
terests  of  the  State,  and  thereby  endeavor  to  meet  the  approbation  of  my  Fellow- 
CHizens. 

At  no  former  period  have' the  United  States  occupied  a  more  elevated  station  among 
tie  nations  of  the  earth.  Freed  from  a  national  debt,  public  4axes  have  been  lessened 
by  a  repeal  of  duties  and  the  revenue  under  the  mild  system  of  impost  and  tonnage  is 
more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  national  expenses.  The  Government  administered 
upon  the  broad  scale  of  liberty  and  equality  "  asking  nothing  but  what  is  right  and  sub- 
mitting to  nothing  that  is  wrong"  has  .sustained  its  elevated  character  abroad  and  H» 
mfulness  at  home,  and  the  most  sanguine  anticipations  of  the  national  prosperity  ar# 
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fully  realized.  The  rapidity  of  oar  growth  as  a  nation  ban  been  without  a  parallel,  and 
if  we  look  to  the  individual  States  the  same  gratifying  spectacle  is  there  exhibited. 
Notwithstanding  the  immense  emigration  from  the  older  States  which  has  spread  over 
the  Vast  extent  of  our  western  territory,  there  is  no  decline  in  the  population  of  those 
State*,  but  a  constant  increase.  We  have  daily  gninod  strength  T>y  a  native  population 
as  well  as  foreign;  a  population  devoted  to  republican  principles  and  our  happy  form 
of  government  It  is  believed  oar  vast  expanse  of  territory,  embracing  various  soils 
and  climates  capable  of  yielding  almost  all  the  various  productions  the  earth  affords, 
instead  of  having  a  tendency  by  its  extension  to  weaken  the  government  and  to  dis- 
solve the  Union,  will  have  the  opposite  effect  by  strengthening  the  bonds  of  the  federal 
compact  and  binding  together  more  closely  each  section  of  the  Union,  inducing  each 
State  (b  feet  the  dependence  on  the  others  for  the  supplies  it  does  not  itself  produce, 
or  manufacture,  and  for  a  market  for  its  own  surplus  products,  thereby  enjoying  a  do- 
mestic market,  and  occasioning  immediate  intercourse  throughout  every  portion  of  the 
republic.  And  while  we  are  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  these,  and  coantless  other  bles- 
sings, civil,  political,  literary  ancf  religious,  it  become  us  as  dependent  beings  and 
accords  with  the  precepts  of  our  holy  religion  to  render  a  tribute  of  gratitude  to  the 
Supreme  Ruler  ^f  the  Universe,  by  whose  goodness  they  were  bestowed,  and  by 
wliose  forbearance  they  are  continued. 

The  importance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  as  legislators  and  magistrates  I  doubt  no  I 
is  duly  appreciated.  The  path  of  duty  before  us  is  plain.  The  government  should 
be  administered  on  those  liberal  republican  principles  which  led  to  our  glorious  revolu- 
tion, and  established  our  independence;  and  those  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Con- 
stitution which  we  have  sworn  to  maintain  I  doubt  not  will  be  implicitly  adhered  to. 
The  public  good  is  the  main  object  we  should  pursue,  over  which  the  influence  of 
party  should  not  be  permitted  to  prevail.  Bot  a  sense  of  duty  will  ever  constrain  us 
justly  to  estimate  those  patriotic  citizens  who  in  times  of  peril  and  danger  maintained 
and  supported  the  honor  and  true  interests  of  their  country.  » 

Blessed  with  a  happy  form  of  Government  we  are  enjoying  all  the  privileges  of  free, 
men.  Our  free  institutions  are  valuable  and  numerous.  Our  district  schools  are  open 
and  afford  instruction  to  all  the  youth,  the  poor  equally  with  the  rich.  Our  academies 
are  sufficiently  numerous  to  be  resorted  to  by  all  who  desire  the  benefit  of  their  in- 
struction. Our  college  is  in  a  flourishing  state,  and  oar  social  religious  institutions  are 
worthy  of  an  enlightened  and  intelligent  people.  We  have  numerous  provisions  for 
the  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  destitute.  The  effects  of  our  temples  of  justice  are  salu  ' 
tary  and  above  reproach.  And  the  liberty  of  the  press  is  well  calculated  to  diffuse  like 
rays  of  intellectual  light  throughout  the  community. 

The  liberty  of  the  press  was  considered  so  essential  to  the  security  of  freedom  in  a 
State  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  thought  it  worthy  to  be  speciully  guaranteed 
to  us  in  that  instrument,  and  it  is  generally  admitted  in  all  free  governments  that  the 
freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press,  has  had  a  powerful  influence  in  softening  and 
ameliorating  the  condition  of  mnn*wherever  tolerated ;  and  while  those  who  wield  this 
powerful  corrective  of  errors  and  deception  over  the  public  mind,  are  governed  by  the 
principles  of  rectitude,  and  conscientious  responsibility,  so  long  will  it  continue  to  be 
valued  and  respected;  and  if  under  temporary  excitement  the  principles  of  decorum

may  be  transcended,  there  will  be  a  sufficient  corrective  at  hand,  in  the  frowns  of  a 
virtuous  and  intelligent  community. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  and  through  you  our  constituents 
generally,  on  the  present  prosperous  and  happy  condition  cf  the  State.  Agriculture, 
the  natural  parent  of  all  our  resources,  prospers.  Improvements  in  science  and  the 
liberal  and  mechanic  arts  keep  pace  with  the  genius  and  enterprise  of  the  people. 
During  the  past  year  health,  one  of  ihc  choicest  blessings  of  Providence,  has  been  al- 
most universally  prevalent.  Our  State  has  been  preserved  alike  from  foreign  and  do- 
mestic strife.  Our  enterprising  citizens  in  every  department  of  industry,  bave  been 
richly  rewarded  for  their  capital  and  labor,  and  a  competency  of  the  necessaries  and 
comforts,  with  many  of  the  luxuries  of  life,  have  been  literally  within  the  reach  of 
every  industrious  and  temperate  citizen. 

Upon  you  Gentlemen  rests  the  obligation  of  originating  and  passing  such  wholesome 
laws  as  the  welfare  of  our  fellow  citizens  shall  require,  and  coming  as  you  do  directly 
from  the  people,  being  well  acquainted  with  their  wishes  and  feelings,  representing  the 
various  sections  and  interests  of  the  State,  and  justly  possessing  the  entire  confidence 
of  your  constituents.  I  feel  well  assured  that  every  measure  which  concerns  their  gen- 
eral or  particular  interests  will  be  judiciously  originated,  considered  with  candor,  and 
determined  in  wisdom. 

Within  a  few  years  past  a  general  and  thorough  revision  of  our  public  statutes  lias 
been  effected.  In  accomplishing  that  object  much  research  was  made,  and  much  lime 
expended  as  well  by  the  learned  committee  to  whom  the  labor  in  part  was  as-signed, 
as  by  the  legislature,  in  order  to  meet  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  people.  For  this 
reason  it  is  presumed  that  few  laws  of  general  interest  will  require  your  attention  the 
present  session.  Frequent  alteration  of  laws,  of  general  utility  where  they  have  received 
judicial  construction  and  their  principles  have  become  known  and  well  understood,  with- 
out some  prominent  defect,  is  an  evil  of  no  small  magnitude;  for  with  whatever  care 
and  attention  the  statute  may  be  drawn,  so  various  are  the  acts  and  judgments  of  men 
that  cases  will  arise  in  the  application  of  the  law  to  the  facts  wherein  the  most  learned 
and  upright  may  differ  in  the  construction  of  its -meaning.  Hence  litigation,  vindictive 
and  expensive  in  its  results,  is  the  consequence. 

The  Militia  system  is  one  which  has  perhaps  more  frequently  than  any  other  subject 
of  general  interest  received  the  attention  of  the  legislature.  This  was  due  to  the  im- 
portance and  magnitude  of  the  subject.  "  A  well  regulated  Militia  is  the  proper, 
natural  and  sure  defence  of  a  State"  and  of  so  much  consequence  was  it  considered  by 
our  forefathers,  that  it  was  made  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  pur  government 
and  an  article  of  the  constitution. 

In  the  absence  of  National  legislation  on  this  subject,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
State  Legislature  to  make  such  provision  for  regulating  and  disciplining  the  militia  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  people  and  the  interests  of  the  State  may  require;  jmd  you 
fellow  citizens,  directly  from  the  people  and  personally  acquainted  with  their  condition, 
best  know  what  improvements  to  suggest  on  this  important  subject 

Whether  there  may  be  alterations  in  our  laws  tliat  may  enable  our  Courts  to  con- 
tribute to  a  more  spoedy  administration  of  Justice  in  protecting  and  securing  the  rights 
of  our  citizens,  or  whether  there  may  be  any  amelioration  in  the  penalties  of  our  Crimi- 
nal code  consistent  with  the  public  safety  is  submitted. to  your  wisdom.    The  modern 
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tendency  both  as  to  capital  and  minor  offences  is  to  mildness  bat  certainty  of  punis!** 
meat,  and  the  only  limit  in  this  respect  should  be  its  consistency  with  the  public  safe- 
ty. The  question  as  to  the  expediency  of  capital  punishment  has  for  the  year  past 
excited  the  attention  of  very  many  enlightened  individuals  and  the  legislatures  of  sev- 
eral of  the  States.  For  my  farther  views  on  this  subject,  reference  may  be  had  to  my 
communication  to  the  last  legislature  on  this  subject 

From  what  acquaintance  I  have  had  with  the  proceedings  of  the  courts/>f  law  in 
this  State,  I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  courts  where  the  State  is  liable 
to  become  a  party,  the  business  of  the  Atrorney  General  should  be  solely  for  the  State, 
and  that  be  should  not  be  permitted  to  practice  as  a  common  practicing  attorney.  It 
is  very  evident  to  my  mind  that  the  State  had  altogether  better  pay  a  salary  sufficient 
to  command  the  whole  time  of  the  best  qualified  individual  for  that  office,  than,  as  un- 
der the  present  practice,  to  have  the  business  of  thn  State  postponed,  the  grand  jury 
detained  .as  is  sometimes  the  case,  for  days  longer  than  would  otherwise  be  necessary, 
and  state  witnesses  perhaps  throughout  the  term,  while  the  Attorney  General  is  called 
to  nttend  as  counsel  in  cases  of  private  individuals.  Not  that  I  would  attempt  to  cast 
any  reflections  upon  the  course  pursued  by  the  very  worthy  and  talented  individual 
who  now  holds  that  office,  and  discharges  the  duties  thereof  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
parties  .and  individuals,  or  to  any  of  his  predecessors  in  office.  They  all  accepted  their 
appointments  with  the  full  understanding  and  expectation  of  pursuing  the  course  that 
has  uniformly  been  pursued.  Bat  as  the  office  will  become  vacant  by  law  in  February 
next, 'would  it  not  be  for  the  interest  of  the  State  that  a  law  be  passed  that  the  Attor- 
ney General  hereafter  to  be  appointed  and  accepting  the  appointment,  should  be  re- 
strained from  practicing  as  Attorney  or  Counsel  in  those  courts  where  the  State  may 
become  a  party  other  than  in  the  capacity  of  Attorney  General,  and  that  such  a  salary 
be  established  by  law  as  will  command  the  services  and  talents  of  the  individual  best 
qualified  for  that  office  ? 

By  a  resolve  of  the  last  Legislature,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  of  tb* 
several  towns,  to  make  seasonable  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  States  to  be  submitted  so 
the  Legislature,  of  the  number  of  Insane  persons  in  each  town.  From  the  information 
thus  derived,  it  will  be  m  the  power  of  tne  Legislature  to  determine,  what  measures, 
either  independently,  or  in  conjunction  with  liberal  and  charitable  minded  citizens 
throughout  the  State,  it  may  be  advisable  to  adopt,  in  behalf  of  this  afflicted  portion  of 
community.  By  the  enquiry  thus  ordered  to  be  instituted,  the  subject  is  submitted  to 
your  attention  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  it  is  be  to  hoped  that  such  means  of  infor- 
mation wi  1  he  furnished  as  to  enable  you  readily  to  determine,  whether  the  wants  and 
sufferings  of  this  portion  of  the  community,  are  such  as  to  require  your  interposition. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  State  Prison  since  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
have  caused  a  thorough  examination  of  its  concerns  to  be  made.  A  report  .will  be 
rendered,  of  the  present  situation  of  the  Prison  by  the  Warden,  and  the  Legislature 
will  judge  what  measures  it  may  be  proper  to  take  with  regard  to  any  past  liabilities 
which  may  have  been  incurred.  The  directors  of  the  Prison  from  their  examination  of 
its  past  history,  find  that  with  the  exception  of  but  a  few  years,  it  has  been  a  heavy 
expense  to  the  State,  and  such  are  the  fluctuations  in  business  and  the  expenses  in- 
cidental to  its  management,  they  have  been  satisfied  that  a  different  result  coukl  not 
be  expected  in  future.    They  therefore  have  had  no  hesitation  in  embracing  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  indemnify  the'Slate  against  futnre  expense  from  this  institution  by  contracting 
for  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Warden,  in  such  manner  as 
fully  to  liquidate  all  expense  of  its  management  It  is  believed  the  board  hare  not 
mistaken  the  true  interests  of  the  State  in  this  respect  and  that  the  arrangement  is  a 
salutary  one  and  such  as  will  meet  your  approbation.  An  additional  inducement  to  this 
arrangement  has  been,  that  an  opportunity  might  thus  be  afforded,  to  have  the  past 
concerns  of  this  institution  fully  and  completely  settled,  so  that  if.  there  should  be  a  re- 
tarn  to  the  former  system,  the  institution  might  commence  anew  freed  from  all  embar- 
rassment, and  receive  the  benefit  of  any  new  invention  or  improvement  the  enterpris- 
ing individuals  who  are  now  interested  in  the  Institution,  upon  experience  may  find 
most  productive. 

The  sums  appropriated  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  legislature  for  educating  the  deaf 
*nd  dumb,  the  blind  and  partially  blind,  have  been  applied  agreeable  to  the  resolve. 
It  is  believed  that  should  the  same  appropriation  be  continued  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
it  will  be  buf  few  years  before  all  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  who  are  indigent  and 
who  apply  for  aid  can  be  assisted  from  such  appropriations.  The  sum  appropriated  for 
educating  the  blind  at  the  institution  at  Boston,  considering  the  many  applications  for 
•id  and  the  expenses  at  that  institution,  is  thought  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  supply 
the  demand.  Your  wisdom  will  decide  when  all  considerations  are  properly  weighed, 
whether  in  the  discbarge  of  your  official  duties  you  are  required  to  make  a  larger  ap- 
propriation for  this  unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow  beings. 

The  state  of  the  Treasury  will  be  laid  before  yon  by  the  officer  of  that  Department 
which  will  enable  you  to  decide  what  course  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  pursue  in 
relation  thereto. 

There  are  other  subjects  of  a  public  nature  which  it  will  be  my  duty  to  lay  before  the 
Legislature  and  which  will  be  communicated  hereafter. 

The  high  and  important  stations  to  which  Divine  Providence  and  the  free  suffrages 
of  your  fellow  citizens  have  called  you,  open  an  extended  field  for  your  united  exer- 
ions  for  the  general  prosperity. 

To  be  clothed  with  Legislative  power,  is  one  of  the  first  honors  that  can  be  bestowed 
lpon  freemen.  Being  thus  elevated,  you  are  entrusted  with  the  guardianship  and  care 
of  their  dearest  rights  and  interests.  You  are  empowered  to  enact  laws,  by  which 
their  future  course  is  to  be  regulated,  and  to  which  they  will  be  compelled  to  submit, 
and  they  confidently  expect  that  such  measures  will  be  matured  and  adopted,  as  will 
give  perfect  security  to  every  individual,  in  bis  person,  property  and  character.  While 
you  in  return,  must  feel  yourselves  under  the  strongest  obligation,  by  your  zeal  and 
industry,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  lead  to  their  greatest  happiness  in  softening 
and  ameliorating  their  condition,  and  securing  them  in  all  their  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities. 

Gentlemen,  in  all  measures  calculated  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good,  general 
happiness  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  privileges  we  now  enjoy,  you  will  receive  my 
cordial  co-operation,  and  let  us  look  in  humble  dependence  to  the  great  source  of  all 
wisdom  for  direction  and  guidance,  in  all  our  deliberations,  on  whose  aid  all  human 
efforts  depend  for  success.

When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  Convention,  the  Rules  adopted  as  the 
rules  of  the  House,  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of  the  Convention,  so  far  as  they  may 
be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  Convention  shall  accordingly  bo  governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety,  in 
each  House,  may  determine  to  be  proper.

It  is  true,  Senators,  that  I  have  devoted  all  my  powers  and  talents 
to  your  service — and  it  i*  equally  true  that  I  am  indebted,  in  a  great 
degree,  for  whatever  of  success  lmay  have  attained,  to  the  continu- 
ance of  those  kind  feelings  which  called  me  to  this  Chair. 

The  short  time  in  which  1  have  had  the  honor  to  be  thus  associat- 
ed with  you,  will  ever  be  regarded  by  me  as  the  proudest  period  of 
my  life — and  your  kindness  and  assistance  npon  all  occasions,  will 
ever  be  remembered  with  the  profoundest  gratitude  and  respect. 

The  approbation  of  his  constituents  is  the  highest  reward  which 
can  be  conferred  on  a  public  servant,  and  justly  to  merit  their  cen- 
sure and  disapprobation  is  a  crime  black  and  disgraceful  as  Trea- 
son. 

What  chivalrous  spirit  could  brook  the  whips  and  scofls  of  an  in- 
sulted and  indignant  people,  whose  confiding  friendship  had  confer- 
red on  him  the  honorable  distinction  of  their  representative,  and  yet 
continue  to  hold  and  abuse  the  trust  reposed  in  him  by  violating  their 
confidence  and  misrepresenting  their  declared  wishes  ?:  Better  were 
it  for  him  that  they  had^not  known  him*  or  that  his  name  could  be 
blotted,  from  the  memory  of  man. 

Look  around  you,  Senators,  and  envy  if  you  can,  the  unhallowed 
fame  to  which  many  at  the  present  day,  and  some  even  in  our  own 
State,  have  consigned  their  names  by  their  ungrateful  apostacy  and 
treason — and  then  compare  their  situations  with  that  of  the  cluval- 
kous,  high-minded,  and  virtuous  son  of  Virginia  ; 
"  Look  on  this  picture,  and  then  on  this— 
44  See  what  a  grace  is  seated  oo  this  brow  ; 
**  A  combination  and  a  form  indeed, 
"  Where  every,  god  did  seem  to  set  his  seal 
44  To  give  the  world  assurance  of  a  man" — 
This  is  Rives. 

Look  now  what  follows — a  group  of  politicians,  pale,  sickly  and 
haggard — despair  resting  upon  every  countenance— shame,  guilt  and 
fage,.  with  fierce-eyed  envy,  blighting  and  destroying  every  finer 
feeling  of  the  soul  I  *  - 

Oh T  that  this  picture,  drawn  to  the  life,  could  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  every  freeman  in  the  country,  and  be  transmitted  to  posteri- 
ty as  a  monument  of  the  lolly  and  <dlect£  of  overAveaning  ambition, 
without  the  guidance  of  an  honest  principle. 

But  to  conclude*  Senators,,  permit  me  to  say — it  gives  me  pleas- 
ure, on  this  occasion,  to  add  my  humble  testimony  to  the  firm  and 
unwavering  manner  in  which  you  m  have  discharged  your  respective 
duties ;  and  be  pleased  to  accept  my  best  wishes  for  your  welfare 
tnd  happiness,  and  for  your  safe  return  to  your  families  and  friends^

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Gentlemen  of  the  Striate,  ani 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representative*  : 
HAVING  again  been  called  by  my  Fellow-Citizens,  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
*  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  State,  I  avail  myself  of  the  present  occasion,  to  express  my 
unfeigned  acknowledgement  for  this  renewed  expression  of  their  confidence.  To  the 
independent  suffrages  of  a  patriotic  and  intelligeut  people,  am  I  indebted  for  this  dis- 
tinguished honor.  To  obtain  their  universal  approbation  in  discharging  the  duties  ne- 
cessarily devolving  upon  the  office,  although  very  desirable,  is  more  than  1  can  reason- 
ably anticipate.  Bat  it  will  ever  be  the  object  of  unofficial  coarse,  so  to  discharge 
the  duties,  as  to  secure  the  rewards  pf  an  approving  conscience,  promote  the  true  in- 
terests of  the  State,  and  thereby,  endeavor  to  meet  the  approbation  of  n^r  Fellow- 
Citizens. 

At  no  former  period  have  the  United  States  occupied  a  more  elevated  station  i 
the  nations  of  the  earth.  Freed  from  a  national  debt,  public  taxes  have  been  1 
by  a  repeal  of  duties  and  the  revenue  under  the  mild  system  of  impost  and  tonnage  is 
more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  national  expenses.  The  Government  administered 
upon  the  broad  scale  of  liberty  and  equality  "  asking  nothing  but  what  is  right  and  sub- 
mitting to  nothing  that  is  wrong"  has  sustained  its  elevated  character  abroad  and  its 
usefulness  at  home,  and  the  most  sanguine  anticipations  of  the  national  prosperity  are 
fully  realized.  The  rapidity  of  our  growth  as  a  nation-has  been  without  a  paraUeJ,  and 
if  we  look  to  the  individual  States  the  same  gratifying  spectacle  is  there  exhibited 
Notwithstanding  the  immense  emigration  from  the  older  States  which  has  spread  over 
the  vast  extent  of  our  western  territory,  there  is  no  decline  in  the  population  of  those 
States,  but  a  constant  increase.  We  have  daily  gained  strength  by  a  native  population 
at  well  as  foreign;  a  population  devoted  to  republican  principles  and  our  happy  form 
of  government  It  is  believed  our  vast  expanse  of  tcrfitory  embracing  various"  soBs 
and  climates  capable  of  yielding  almost  oil  the  various  productions  the  earth  ajffbrds, 
instead  of  hrfYing  a  tendency  by  its  extension  to  weaken  the  government  and  to  dis- 
solve the  Union,  will  have  the  opposite  effect  by  strengthening  the  bonds  of  tfie  federal 
compact  and  binding  together  more«loseIy  each  -section  of  the  Union,  inducbg  each 
State  to  feel  the  dependence  on  the  others  for  the  supplies  it  does  not  itself  produce, 
or  manufacture,  and  for  a  market  for  its  own  surplus  products,  thereby  enjoying  a  do- 
mestic market,  .and  occasioning  immediate  intercourse  throughout,  every  portion  of  the 
republic  And  while  we  are  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  these,  and  countless  other  bles- 
sings, civil,  political,  literary  and  religious,  it  become  us  as  dependent  beings  tftii 
aecordswith  the  precepts  of  our  holy  religion  to- render  a  tribute  of  gratitude  to  the 
Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  by  whose  goodness  they  were  bestowed,  and  by 
whose  forbearance  they  are  continued. 

The  importance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  as  legislators  and  magistrates  I  doubt  not 
is  duly  appreciated.  The  path  of  duty  before  us  is  plain.  The  government  should 
be  administered  on  these  liberal  republican  principles  which  led  to  our  glorious  revolu- 
tion, and  established  our  independence;  and  those  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Con- 
stitation  which  we  have  sworn  to  maintain  I  doubt  not  will  be  implicitly  adhered  to. 
The  public  good  is  the  main  object  we  should  pursue,  over  which  the  influence  of 
party  should  not  be  permitted  to  prevai^  But  a  sense  df  duty  will  ever  constrain  us 
justly  to- estimate  those  patriotic  citizens  who  in  times  of  peri!  and  danger  maintained 
and  supported  the  honor  and  trueintere«t*  of  their  counter. 
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Blessed  with  a  happy  form  of  Government  we  are  enjoying  all  the  privileges  of  free. 
men.  Oar  free  Institutions  are  valuable  and  numerous.  Oar  district  schools  are  open 
and  afford  instruction  to  all  the  youth,  die  poor  equally  with  the  rioh..  Our  academies 
are  sufficiently  numerous  to  be  resorted  to  by  all  who  desire  the  benefit  of  their  in- 
struction. Our  college  is  in  a  flourishing  state,  and  our  social  religious  institutions  are 
worthy  of  an  enlightened  and  intelligent  people.  We  have  numerous  provisions  fbr 
iHfe  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  destitute.  Jhe  effects  of  our  temples  of  justice  are  salu 
tary  and  above  reproach.  And  the  liberty  of  the  press  is  well  calculated  to  diffuse  the 
*ays  of  intellectual  light  throughout  the  community. 

TITie  liberty  of  the  press  was  considered  so  essential  to  the  security  of  freedom  in  a 
State  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  thought  it  worthy  to  be  specially  guaranteed 
to  us  in  that  instrument,  and  it  is  geneiully  admitted  in  nil  free  governments  that  the 
freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press,  has  Jia<J  a  powerful  influence  in  softening  and 
ameliorating  the  condition  of  man  wherever  tolerated;  and  wjiile  those  who  wield  this 
powerful  corrective  of  errors  and  deception  over  the  public  mind,  are  governed  by  the 
principles  of  rectitu.de,  and  conscientious  responsibility,  so  long  will  it  continue  to  be 
valued  and  respected;  and  if  under  temporary  excitement  the  principles  of  decorum 
may  be  transcended,  there  will  be  a  sufficient  corrective  at  band",  in  toe  frowns  of  a 
virtuous  and  intelligent  community. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  and  through  you  our  constituents 
generally,  on  the  present  prosperous  and  happy  condition  of  the  State.  Agriculture, 
the  nataral  parent  of  all  our  resources*,  %  prospers.  Improvements  in  science  and  the 
liberal  and  mechanic  arts  keep  pace  with  the  genius  and  enterprise,  of  the  people. 
During  the  past  year  health,  one  of  ihe  choicest  blessings  of  Providence,  has  been  al- 
most universally  prevalent.  Our  State  has  been  preserved  alike  from  foreign  and  do- 
mestic strife.  Our  enterprising  citizens  in  every  department  of  industry,  have  been 
richly  rewarded  for  their  capita]  and  labor,  and  a  competency  of  the  necessaries  and 
comforts,  with  many  of  the  luxuries  of  life,  have  been  literally  within  the  reach  of 
.every  industrious  and  temperate  citizen. 

Upon  you  Gentlemen  rests  the  obligation  of  originating  and  passing  such  wholesome 
laws  aatne  welfare  of  our  fellow  citizens  shall  require,  and  coming  as  you  do  directly 
from  the  people,  being  well  acquainted  with  their  wishes  and  feelings,  representing  the 
various  sections  and  interests  of  the  State,  and  justly  possessing  the  entire  confidence 
of  your  constituents,  I  feel  well  assured  that  every  measure  which  concerns  their  gen- 
eral or  particular  interests  will  be  judiciously  originated,  considered  with  candor,  and 
■determined  in  wisdom. 

Within  a  few"  years  past  a  general  and  thorough  revision  of  our  public  statutes  has 
been  effected.  -  In  accomplishing  that  object  much  research  was  made,  and  much  time 
expended  as  well  by  the  learned  committee  to  whom  the  labor  in  part  was  assigned, 
as  by  the  legislature,  in  order  to  meet  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  people.  For  this 
reason  it  is  presumed  that  few  laws  of  general  interest  will  require  your  attention  the 
present  session.  Frequent  alteration  of  laws  of  general  utility  where  they  have  received 
judicial  construction  and  their  principles  have  become  known  and  well  understood,  with- 
out some  prominent  defect,  is  an  evil  of  no  small  magnitude;  for  with  whatever  care 
and  attention  the  statute  may  be  drawn,  so  various  are  the  acts  and  judgments  of  men 
that  cases  will  arise  in  the  application  of  the  law*  to  the  facts  wherein  the  most  learned 
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and  upright  may  differ  in  the  construction  of  its*  meaning.     Hence  litigation,  vindieUT* 

•  and  expensive  in  its  results,  is  the  consequence. 

The  JHilitia  intern  W  one  which  has  perhaps  more  frequently  than  any  other  subjsi 
of  general  interest  received  the  attention  of  the  legislature,  This  was  dne  to  the  im- 
portance and  .mumhnde  of  the  subject.  «•  A  well  regulated  Militia  is  the  proper, 
natural  and,  sure\kfence  of  a  State"  and  of  so  much  consequence  was  it  considered  by 
onr/orefathers,  that  it  w.w  made  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  onr  government 
and  ao  article  of  the  rouslitnlion.  -

Stale  Legislature  to  make  such  proven  for  regulating  and  disciplining  the  mifctia* 
the  distances  of  the  people  and  the  interests  of  the  State  may  require;  ul  p. 
fellow  citizens,  directly  from  the  people  and  personally  acquamted  with  then-  com***, 
best  know  what  improvements  to  suggest  on  this  important  subject 
-  Whether  there  may  be  alterations  in  our  laws  that  may  enable  onr  Courts  to  con- 
tribute to  a  more  speedy  administration  of  Justice  in  protecting  and  securing  the  ngfcs 
of  our  citizens,  or  whether  there  may  be  any  amelioration  in  the  penalties  of  our  enn*- 
nal  code  consistent  with  thtf  public  safety  is  submitted  to  your  wisdom.  The  modem 
tendency  both  as  to  capital  and  minor  offences  is  to  mildness  but  certainty  of  punish- 
ment, and  the  only  limit  in  this  respect  should  be  its  consistency  with  the  public  safe- 
ty. The  question-  as  to  the  expediency  of  capital  punishment  has  for  the  year*** 
excited  the  attention  of  very  many  enlightened  individuals  and  the  legislatures  of  sev- 
eral of  the  States.  For  my  further  views  on  ftis  sutyect,  reference  may  be  had  to  mj 
communication  to  the  la<«t  legislature  on  this  subject. 

prom  what  acquaintance  I  have  had  with  the  proceedings  of  the  courts  of  law  m 
this  State,  I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  courts  where  the  State  is  Table 
to  become  a  party,  the  business  of  the  Atrorney  General  should  be  solely  for  the  State, 
and  that  he  should  not  be  permitted  to  practice  as  a  common  practicing  attorney.  It 
is  very  evident  to  my  mind  that  the  State  had  altogether  better  pay  a  salary  sufBciea: 
to  command  the  whole  time  of  the  best  qualified  individual  for  that  office,  than,  as  un- 
dar  the  present  -practice,  to  have  the  business  of  the  State  postponed,  the  grand  jury 
detained  as' is  sometimes  tho  case,  for  days  longer  than  would  otherwise  be  necessary, 
and  state  witoesses  perhaps  throughout  the  term,  while  the  Attorney  General  is  called 
to  attend  as  counsel  in  cases  of  private  individuals.  Not  that  I  would  attempt  to  cast 
aiy  reflections  upon  the  course  pursued  by  the  very  worthy  and  talented  indiv'tdnaj 
wh*  now  holds  that  office,  and  discharges  the  duties  thereof  to  the  satisfaction  of  ah 
parties  and  individuals,  or  to  any  of  his -predecessors  in  office.-  They  all  accepted  their 
appointment*  with  the  fall  understanding  and  expectation  of  pursuing  the  course  that 
has  uniformly  bje  i  pusu  ?d.  But  a^  ihj  office  will  become  vacant  by  law  in  February 
next,  would  it  not  be  for  the  interest  of  the  State  that  a  law  be  passed  that  the  Attor- 
ney General  harjift^r  to  b3  appoint  id  and  Accepting  the  appointment,,  should  be  re- 
strained «from  pra?tici'i.5  as  Attorney  or  Counsal  in  those  courts  where  the  State  may 
baco  n-j  a  pany  otio:  thin  in  thi  capacity  of  Attorney  General,  and  that  such  a  salary 
ba  estiblnhoJ  Uy  law  as  will  command  the  services  and  talents  of  the  individual  besi 
qualified  for  that  office  ? 

By  a  resolve  of  tho  last  Legislature,  it  was.  made*  the  duty,  of  the  Selectmen  oC  th* 
several  towns,  to  make  seasonable  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  submitted  tr 
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the  Legislature,  ofthe  number  of  Insane  persons  in  each  town.  .  From  the  information 
thas  derived,  it  will  be  in  the  power  of  the  Legi-latuee  to  determine,  what  measures, 
either  iucf  jpendently,  or  ia  conjunction  with  liberal  and  charitable  minded  citizens 
throughout  the  State,  it  may  ba  aJvisible  to  adopt,  in  behalf  of  this  afflicted  portion  of 
co  nmuaity.  By  tie  enqjioy  thu*  ordereJ  to  be  instituted,  the  subject  is  submitted  to 
your  attention  by  the  last  L3gislaiuie,  and  u  is  be  to  hoaed  taat  sucii  means  of1  infor- 
mation willliefuaiisheJ  as  to  eaible  you  roidi'y  to  deto/miue,  whether  the  wants  aad 
sufferings  ofthi*  pe/tian  of  the  community,  are  suca  as  to  require  yo*ur  interposition. 

The  board  of  directors  of  U13  Stitu  Prison  sinoe  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature* 
have   caused  a  thorough   examination  of  its  c  mcerns  to  be  made.     A  report  will  be 
rendered,  of  the  present  situation  of  the  Prison  by  the  Warden,  and  the .  Legislature 
will  judge  what  measures  it  may  be  proper  to  take  with  regard  to  any  fj^st  liabilities 
which  may  havo  been  incurred.     The  directors  of  the  Prison  from  their  examination  of 
its  past  history,  find  that  witji  the  exception  of  bat  a  few  years,  it  has    been  a  heavy 
expense  to  the  State,  and  suoh  are  the  fluctuations  in  business  and  the  expenses  in- 
cidental to  its  management,  they  have  been  satisfied  that  a  different  result  could  not 
be  expected  in  future.     They  therefore  have  had  no  hesitation  in.  embracing  an  oppor- 
tunity to  indemnify  the  State  against  future  expense  from  this  institution  by  contracting 
for  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Warden,  in  such  manner  as 
fully  to  liquidate  all   expense  of  its  management.     It  is  believed  tfce  board  have  not 
mistaken  the  true  interests  of  the  State,  in  this  respect  and  thai  the  arrangement  is  a 
salutary  one  and  such  as  will  meet  your  approbation.  An  additional  inducement  to  this 
arrangement  has  been,  that  an  opportunity  might  thua  be  afforded,  to  have  the  past 
concerns  of  this  institution  fully  and  completely  settled,  so  that  if  there  shoald  be  a  re- 
turn to  the  former  system,  the  institution  might  commence  anew  freed  from  all  embar- 
rassment, and  receive  the  benefit  of  any  new  invention  or  improvement  the  enterpris- 
ing individuals  who  are  now  interested  in  the  Jnstitution,  upon  experience  may  find 
most  prod  active. 

The  sums  appropriated  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  legislature  for  educating  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  the  blind  and  partially  blind,  have  been  applied  agreeable  to  the  resolve*. 
It  is  believed' that  should  the  same  appropriation  bo  continued  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
it  will  be  but  few  years  before  all  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  who  are  indigent  and 
who  apply  for  aid  can  be  assisted  from'  such  appropriations.  The  sura  appropriated  for 
educating  the  blind  at  the  institution  at  Boston,  considering  the  many  applications  for 
aid  and  the  expenses  at  that  institution,  is -thought  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  supply 
the  demand.  Your  wisdom  will  decide  when  all  considerations  are  properly  weighed, 
whether  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties  you  are  required  to  make  a  larger  ap- 
propriation for  this*  unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow,  beings. 

The  state  of  the  Treasury  will  be  laid  before  you  by  the  officer  of  that  Department 
which  will  enable  you  to  decide  what  course  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  pursue  in 
relation  thereto. 

There  aro  other  subjects  of  a  public  nature  which  it  will  be  my  duty  to  lay  Wore  the 
Legislature' and  whieh  will  bo  communicated  hereafter. 

The  high  and  important  stations  to  which  Divine  Providenjce  and  the  free  suflrages 
of  your  fellow  citizens  have  called  you,  open  an  extended  field  for  your  united  exer- 
ions  for  the  general  prosperity.

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To  be  clothed  MvKh  Legislative » power,  is  one  of  the  first  honors  that  can  be  bestowed 
upon  freemen.  Being  thus  elevated,  you  are  entrusted  with  the  guardianship  and  care 
"of  their  dearest  rights  and  interests.  You  are  empowered  to  enact  laws,  by  which. 
their  future  course  is  to  be  regulated,  and  to  which  they  will  be  compelled  to  submit, 
and  they  confidently  expect  that  such  measures  will  be  matured  and  adopted,  as  wit 
give  perfect  security  to  every  individual,  in  his  person,  property  and  character.  While 
you  in  return,  -  must  feel  yourselves  under  the  strongest  obligation,  by  your  zeal  and 
industry,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  lead  to  their  greatest  happiness  in  softening 
and  ameliorating  their  condition,  and  securing  them  in  all  their  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities. 

Gentlemen,  in  all  measures  calculated  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good,  general 
liappiness  and*  the  perpetuation  of  the  privileges  we  now  enjoy,  you  will  receive  my 
cordial  co-operation,  and  let  us  look  in  Humble  dependence  to  the  great  source  of  all 
wisdom  for  direction  and*  guidance,  in  all  our  deliberations,  on  whose  aid  all  human 
efforts  depend  for  success.

Mr.  Treadwell,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  Rules 
tot  the  government  of  the  House  the  present  session,  by  leave  of  the 
House,  made  the  following  report  :  . 

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


OF  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  SPEAKER, 
1.  THE  speaker,  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  boose  shall 
have  adjourned,  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  day's  session,  shalf  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  he  read. 

2  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;   may  speak  on  points  oT  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for>that  purpose,  and  shall  decide  goes- 
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tionsV  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house  by  any  two  members.  Questions 
shall  be  distinctly  pot  in  this  form,  to  wit :  "  As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the 
ease  may  be)  say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "  As  many  as 
are  of  a  contrary  opinion,  say  no."  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  be  called  for, 
the  House  shall  divide  ;  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from 
their  seats  and  stand  till  they  be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall 
rise,  and  stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  Speaker  shall  then  rise  and  state  the  decis- 
ion of  the  House, 
8.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  House. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing  committees,  all  memorials, 
petitions,  accounts,  or  other  matters  shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

6  The  Speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case,  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided,  or  unless 
his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such 
equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

7;  All  acts,  addresses  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker ;  and  all 
writs,  warrants,  or  subpoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand 
and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

8.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries,  the  Speaker,  or 
Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  house  shall  have  the  power  to  order  tbe  same 
to  be  cleared. 

9.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House,  members  of  the  Council, 
and  members  of  the  Semite,  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  Treasurer,  and  Clerks  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  door  of  the  Representatives'  chamber,  unless  by 
invitation  of  the  Speaker,  or  of  some  member  of  the  House  with  the  consent  of  tbo 
8peaker,  except  on  public  hearings,  the  parties,  their  counsel,  and  witnesses. 

10.  The  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

OF  DECORUM  AWD  DEBATE. 

11.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

18.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
other  member  may  call  him  to  order  ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order, 
shall  immediately  sit  down  ;  and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated 
from  the  chair ;  after  which  the  member,  called  to  order,  may  explain,  and  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  open  to  debate,  as  in  other  eases,  and  decided  by  the  Speaker,  whose  de- 
cision shall  be  submitted  to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  House  by  a  member,  in 
which  case,  the  only  question  shall  be  "  Is  the  Speaker's  decision  correct  ?" — which 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  te 
order,  he  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  shall  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

18.  In  all  cases,  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first  When  two  members  rise 
aft  tbe  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  person  to  speak. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twiot  to  the  same  question,  without  leave  of 
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the  House,  nofmore  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  hare  spot 
on :  and  if  a  question  bo  k>it  by  adjonnimont  of  the  House,  and  revived  on  die  set 
ceeding  day,  no  member,  who  shall  have  spoken  thereon  twice,  on  the  precedmg  daj 
shall  be  permitted  again  to  ipeak  on  it  without  leave.  • 

15.  While  the  Speaker  is  patting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  House,  so  on* 
shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  House  ;  nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speak- 
ing, shall  entertain  private  discourse,  nor  whilst  a  member  is  speaking  shall  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  chair,  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his  seat  while  the  yeas  and  nsrt 
are  calling. 

16.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  be  is  directly  in- 
terested ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put 

17.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House,  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  grre  ka 
vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons  shall  excuse  him. 

18.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be  seconded  and  stated  Iron 
the  chair — and  when  a  motion  shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  redacea*  Co 
writing,  if  desired  by  the  Speaker,  or  any  member,  delivered  in  at  the  table,  am/read 
by  the  Speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

19.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it  be  presented  by  a  member 
thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for  that  purpose,  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  peti- 
tion be  concisely  minuted  and  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repress* 
recorded  upon  the  back  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker,  whenever 
any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to  be  stated  to  tho  House,  to  state  in  the  first  pace 
the  substance  of  the  petition  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

20.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  it  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  House, 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a  division  or  amendment 

21.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  commit  or 
to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  arranged  :— but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order,  except  while  taking 
the  question.  Motions  to  adjourn  and  to  lie  on  the  table,  shall  always  be  decided 
without  debate. 

22.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  I 
during  the  session. 

23.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  when  the  sense  will  admit 
of  it 

24.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  aniendment  of 
the  main  question — and  all  motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  House. 

25.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment,  as  a  rahftitn**  for 
the  motion  under  debate. 

26.  No  vote  shall  be  re-considered,  unless  the  motion  for  re-consideration  be  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  nor  unless  notice  of  such  motion  be  given 
on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  twelve  o'clock. 

27.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected  to  by  any  member,  it 
•hall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 
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28.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee  at  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  member  of  two  other  comittees,  who  have  not  reported. 
No  member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  person  for  the  same  committee,  provided 
the  person  nominated  shall.be  chosen — nor  shall  any  person,  after  having  been  himself 
appointed,  nominate  one  for  the  same  committee. 

29.  Each  member  shall  seasonably,  and  punctually,  attend  his  duty  in  the  House  ; 
and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or 
bef  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

30.  When  the  house  adjourns,  each  member  shall  rise  and  keep  his  place,  until  the 
Speaker  leaves  the  chair. 

31.  The  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant  at  arms  whenever  it  may  be  necessary,  to 
execute  the  commands  of  the  House,  and  process  issued  by  its  authority. 

OF  STjMVDIJVG  COMMITTEES. 

32.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  early  in  the  June  ses- 
sion : 

A  committee  on  Elections  ;  a  committee  on  the  Judiciary  ;  a  commitee  on  Banks  ; 
and  a  committee  on  Public  Lands  to  consist  of  ten  members  each. 

A  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures;  a  committee  on  Finance  ;  a  com- 
mittee on  Military  Affairs  ;  a  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Canals  ;  a  committee 
on  Towns  and  Parishes ;  a  committee  on  Education  ;  a  committee  on  Incorporations, 
and  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  seven  members  each. 

A  committee  on  Bills  on  the  second  reading  ;  a  committee  on  Printer's  accounts  ; 
a  committee  on  Military  accounts  ;  and  a  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers each. 

A  committee  on  the  alteration  of  names,  to  consist  of  three  members. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commkteee  on 'Elections,  to  examine  and  report  upon  the 
certificates  or  other  credentials  of  the  election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this 
House,  and  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters,  in  relation 
to  elections  and  returns,  as  Bhall  or  may  be  presented,  or  come  in  question,  and  shall 
be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  take  into  their  considera- 
tion all  matters  in  relation  to  the  Judiciary  system  of  this  State  ;  to  examine  and  re- 
port what  laws  have  expired  or  are  near  expiring,  and  require  to  be  revived  or  further 
continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all  constitutional  questions  that  may  be  referred 

to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the' committee  on  Banks,  to  consider  all  applications  for  the 
incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  subjects  relating  to  such  institutions,  that  may  be  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Public  Lanjs,  to  consider  all  proposaVand 
applications  for  the  sale  of  public  lands,  and  every  ma/ter  in  relation  to  them,  that  may 
be  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  house,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  and  Manufactures,  to  t*ke  into 
their  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of  agricultural  societies,  and  factories,  that  shall  bo 
referred  to  tjiem  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Finance,  to  examine  and  take  into  the* 
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consideration  the  state  of  the  Treasury  ;  to  report  what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to 
raise  as  a  State  tax,  and  on  every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  State 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House* 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  military  committee  to  consider  all  applications  for  staring 
or  amending  the  laws  regulating  the  Militia  of  this  State  and  for  the  removal  of  militia 
officers,  and  to  report  thereon* 

It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals,  to  consider  all 
applications  for  the  incorporations  of  Turnpikes*  Bridges  or  Canals,  and  for  the  ahera- 
tiim  of  tolls  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Education,  to  consider  all  subjects  relative 
to  the  regulation  of  school  districts  and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes,  to  consider  all  applica- 
tions for  the  incorporation  of  Towns  or  Parishes,  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  pariah 
lines,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  committee  on  Incorporations  to  consider  and  report  on  all 
applications  for  acts  of  incorporation,  and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  Question 
relative  to  bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  excepting 
those  relating  to  Towns,  Parishes,  Canals,  Banks,  Agricultural  Societies  nod  fac- 
tories. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  unfinished  business,  to  examine  and  re- 
port from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all  such  matters  as  were  then  depending  and 
undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Bills  on  the  second  reading,  to  take  into 
consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  reading  that  may  be  committed  for  amendment, 
or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  msy  think  expedient 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Printers'  Accounts,  to  examine  and  adjust 
all  accounts  against  the  State  for  printing,  and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts, 
that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Military  accounts,  to  examine,  adjust,  and 
report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the  militia,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House. 

It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  committee  on  Claims,  to  audit,  "adjust,  and  report  on  all 
accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  presented  for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing, 
military  accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 
88.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

84.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respective  committee  rooms,  two 
hours  before  the  meeting  of  thejHoose  in  the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  aa  the 
Hoase  shall  order,  and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  unless 
when  ihe  Speaker  shall  consider  it  to  be  necessary. 

85.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
Hoase,  shall  be  the  chairman  ;  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the 
House,  the  next  named  member,  and  so  on  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen,  unless 
the  committee,  by  a  majority  of  the  number  elect  a  chairman.  And  when  any  com- 
mittee shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they  shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin 
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to  their  report  a  resolution  making  such  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them,  as 
lo  the  dommittee  shall  seem  expedient. 

OF  BILLS, 

36.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave  or  by  an  order  of  the  House, 
on  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and  no  bill  sball  be  introduced  by  any  menber,  (except 
on  the  report  of  a  committee)  nnless  he  shall  have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of 
his  intention,  and  of  the  object  of  the  biU  to  be  introduced. 

S7.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  house  previous  to  its  pos- 
tage ;  the  first  reading  shall  bo  for  information,  and  if  not  rejected,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  for  a  second  reading,  and  upon  the  second  reading,  if  not  rejected,  or  com- 
mitted, or  postponed,  or  laid  on  the  table,  a  time  shall  be  assigned  for  the  third  read- 
ing, and  in  all  cases  the  time  assigned  for  the  third  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  on  some 
subsequent  day.  And  all  bills  for  a  second  reading  shall  be  assigned  for  eleven  o'clock 
ia  the  forenoon,  and  all  bills  for  a  third  reading,  for  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  house. 

88.  Before  any  bill,  resolution  or  vote,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  shall 
read  the  vote,  resolution,  or  title  of  the  bill.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that 
.are  necessary  to  be  carried  It  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence  may  be  sent  by  the 
Assistant  Clerk. 

OF  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  WHOLE  HOUSE. 

89.  The  house  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  bouse,  at  any  tune> 
on  the  motion  of  a  member  made  for  that  purpose  ;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the 
whole  house,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

40.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole,  house,  the 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read  end 
debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  of  bills  to  be  last  considered  ;  the  body  of 
the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  noting  the 
page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  house. 

After  report,  the  bill  or  resolution  sball  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended 
by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  reading  be  taken. 

41.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  bouse,  shall  be  observed  in  a  committee  of  the 
whole  bouse,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable*  except  the  rule,  limiting  the  times  of 
speaking. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  house  shall  be  rescinded,  without  one  day's  no- 
tice being  given  of  the  motion  therefor  ;  nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  DAY.

1.  When  a  Convention  of  the  two  Houses  is  to  be  formed,  whether  by  require- 
ment of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or  resolve  of  the  two  Houses,  a  message  shall 
be  sent  from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the  House 
will  meet  the  Senate  in  Convention.  As  soon  thereafter  as  the  convenience  of  the 
Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in  the  House.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall 
be  Chairman  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for  forming  the  Convention. 
When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in  Convention,  the  Rules  adopted  as  the 
rules  of  the  House,  shall  be  considered  the  rules  of. the  Convention,  so  far  as  they  may 
be  deemed  applicable,  and  the  Convention  shall  accordingly  be  governed  thereby. 
.  2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety,  in 
each  House,  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

3.  When  a  Message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House  to  the  other,  it  shall  be  an- 
nounced at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  may  be  sent  by  the  door  keeper. 

4.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they  shall  be  under 
the  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  each  House  respectively. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing  bills,  consisting  of 
two  members  of  each  House.

Speaker — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  passage  of. the  resolution 
assigning  committee  rooms  to  the  several  standing  committees. 

A  message  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary 
of  state — 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 
I  herewith  transmit,  for  your  consideration  and  disposal,  the  ac- 
companying papers,  drawing  in  question  the  right  of  jurisdiction  the 
State  claims  and  has  exercised  over  that  part  of  the  State  recently 
called  the  Indian  Stream  territory,  and  lying  north  of  the  fortyrfifth 
degree  of  north  latitude.  These  papei*  go  to  shew  that  a  portion  of 
the  settlers  on  this  tract,  ckim  the  protection  of  the  State  by  its  laws 
being  extended  over  its  territory  :  while  another,  and  probably  the 
largest  portion,  deny  the  State  to  have  any  right,  it  not  being  includ- 
ed within  its  limits,  and  remonstrate  against  the  states'  extending  her 
laws  and  jurisdiction  over  it.  And  have  actually  applied  to  the 
Governor  of  Lower  Canada  for  relief,  and  the  Governor  of  Canada, 
through  his  Britanic   .Majesty's,  Envoy    Extraordinary  and  Mnister 
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Plenipotentiary,  has  claimed  the  interference  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, so  far  as  that  the  enforcement  of  our  laws  may  be  suspen- 
ded until  the  question  as  to  boundary  shall  be  settled. 

I  believe  it  well  established,  and  I  have  not  learned  that  the  fact 
is  attempted  to  be  controverted,  either  by  the  British  Government 
or  the  inhabitants  on  that  territory,  that  the  northern  boundary  of 
New-Hampshire  extends  to  the  highlands  which  divide  the  waters 
that  fall  into  the  St.  Lawrence  from  those  that  fall  into  the  Atlantic 
ocean, .  and  extending  westerly  along  the  highlands  to  the  north- 
westernmost  bead  of  the  Connecticut  River,  thence  down  said  rivjer 
to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude.  And  it  appears  in  the 
secret  journals  of  the  old  Congress,  2d  vol.  page  225,  that  Congress, 
in  considering  the  instructions  to  be  given  to  the  minister  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  negociatirig  a  treaty  of  peace,  among  other  things  unani- 
mously agreed  to  the  following  draft  of  instructions. 

Sir,  you  will  herewith  receive  a  communication  giving  you  full 
powers  to  negociate  a  treaty  of  peace  with  Great  Britain,  in  doing 
#  which  you  wul  conform  to  the  following  information  and  instructions. 

The  third  article  of  instructions  is,  "  The  boundaries  of  these  states 
are  as  follows,  viz :  These  states  are  bounded  north  by  a  line  to  be 
drawn  from  the  north  west  angle  of  Nova-Scotia,  along  the  highlands 
which  divide  those  rivers  which  empty  themselves  into  the  river  St. 
Lawrence  from  those  which  fall  into,  the  Atlantic  ocean,  to  the  north-  - 
westernmost  head  of  Connecticut  river,  thence  down  along  the  middle 
of  that  river  to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,  &c."  And  that 
in  forming  the  treaty  of  1783,  these  instructions  were  implicitly  obey- 
ed. The  words  of  the  treaty  are,  "  Art.  2.  And  that  all  disputes, 
which  might  arise  in  future  on  this  subject  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
said  United  States,  may  be  prevented  ;  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  de- 
clared that  the  following  are  and  shall  be  their  boundaries,  viz  :  From 
the  northeast  part  of  Nova  Scotia,  viz — that  angle  which  is  formed  by 
a  line  drawn  due  north  from  the  source  of  the  St.  Croix  river  to  the 
highlands  which  divide  those  rivers  that  empty  themselves  into  the  St. 
Lawrence  from  those  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic  ocean,  to  the  north- 
westernmost  head  .of  Connecticut  river,  thence  down  along  the  mid- 
dle of  said  river,  to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,"  &c.  vol. 
1,  U.S. Laws,  p.  J03. 

It  is  hereby  evident  that  the  United  States,  while  struggling  for  in- 
dependence, strenuously  insisted  on  the  above  described  boundary, 
and  so  instructed  their  minister  in  negociating  with  the  British  govern- 
ment the  treaty  of  peace;  and  that  the  British  government  did  so  ac- 
knowledge their  right  to  the  said  boundary  by  ratifying  the  treaty,  which 
seems  to  supercede  the  necessity  of  going  back  to  the  original  grants, 
or  letters  patent  to  Jlfason  and  Georges,  covering  different  tracts  and 
under  different  names,  as  JMasiana,  Laconia,  New-Hampshire,  &c. 
or  to  the  proclamations  of  the  British  king,  describing  the  boundaries 
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of  the  provinces,  or  to  the  commissions  of  the  Provincial  Governors  of 
the  Province  of  New-Hampshire,  wherein  the  boundaries  were  in 
some  measure  expressed. 

After  the  conquest  of  Canada  by  the  British  in  1769,  and  upon  the 
conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  Paris,  1763,  when  the  French  surrender- 
ed the  Canadas,  the  British  king  in  forming  the  new  province  of  Que- 
bec, described  in  his  Proclamation  the  southern  boundary,  so  far  as 
relates  to  this  question,  as  crossing  the  Champlain,  on,  and  following 
the  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  so  along  the  highlands 
which  divide  the  waters  that  empty  themselves  into  the  river  St. 
Lawrence,  from  those  which  fall  into  the  sea  ;*  evidently  leaving  all 
we  claim,  and  considerable  more  within  the  now  United  States. 

By  an  extract  from  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  tlje  United  States  to  the  council  of  Indian  Stream,  dated  Sept. 
23, 1824,  you  will  find  his  opinion  to  be  that  if  this  territory  is  found  to 
be  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  has  within  the  limits  of  New 
Hampshire — for  he  thus  writes  to  the  council :  "  I  think  it  proper  to 
inform  you  that  if  you  are  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  as 
has  always  been  maintained  by  this  government,  it  is  because  you  are 
within  the  limits  of  New-Hampshire." 

I  have  adverted  to  most  of  the  facts  that  have  come  to  my  knowl- 
edge and  that  have  an  immediate  bearing  upon  the  question  of  boun- 
dary,' other  than  that  claimed  by  possession,  and  the  only  question 
that  can  now  be  raised  as  to  boundary,  is,  which  is  the  most  northwest-* 
ernmost  head  of  the  Connecticut  river,  and  I  would  respectfully  invite 
your  attention  to  the  claims  the  state  may  have  to  extend  her  juris- 
diction over  this  section  of  it,  by  the  actual  possession  that  was  taken 
soon  after  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace,  and  has 
constantly  been  continued  up  to  this  time  ;  also  our  obligations  to 
those  citizens  of  the  state,  settled  on  this  territory  and  who  claim  our 
protection. — And  whether  our  possession  has  not  been  such  as  to 
justify  the  state  in  enforcing  her  laws  and  continuing  her  possession 
until  the  general  government  effect  a  decision  as  to  its  northern  boun- 
dary, so  far  as  relates  to  New-Hampshire. 

To  shew  which  branch  has  invariably  been  considered  the  most 
northwesterly  head  of  the  Connecticut  river  by  this  state,  I  would  re- 
fer you  to  several  acts  or  resolves  of  the  Legislature,  the  reports  and 
doings  of  her  committees,  and  some  of  the  proceedings  of  her  judi* 
cial  courts. 

The  Legislature,  the  7th  of  February,  1789,  voted  that  the  Hon. 
John  Sullivan,  Ebenezer  Smith,  Nathan  Hoit,  Joseph  Cram,  and 
Jeremiah  Eames,  Esquires,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  ascertain  the  unlocated  lands  within  this  state,  by  running  the 
line  between  this  state  and  that  part  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massa- 
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chusetts,  formerly  called  the  Province*bf  Maine,  and  the  line  betweecr 
the  northerly  part  of  this  State  and  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada, . 
and  return  a  descriptive  plan.  January  6,  1790,  the  committee 
made  the  following  report,  among  other  things,  that  after  running  the 
line  between  this  State  and  Maine,  "  we  continued  on  our  line, 
measured  and  spotted  the  highlands  that  divide  the  waters  that  fall 
into  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  waters  that  fall  into  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  where  we  marked  a  large  birch  tree,  that  stands  On  said  high- 
lands, thus — N.  E.  54  m.  New-Hampshire  1789,  for  the  northeast 
corner  of  New-Hampshire,  and  piled  stones  round  said  tree ;  then 
from  said  northeast  corner,  where  we  marked  the  birch,  we  measur- 
ed and  spotted,  southwesterly,  and*  westerly  along  on  said  highlands, 
about  six  miles,  then  we  run  about  west,  measured,  and  marked  a 
tree  at  the  end  of  every  mile  from  said  birch,  from  one  to  seventeen 
miles  and  two  hundred  rods  to  the  head  of  the  northwest  branch  of 
the  Connecticut  river ;  and  a  fir  tree,,  N.  H.  N.  W.  1789,  for  the 
northwest  corner  of  New-Hampshire,  then  down  said  river,  or  north- 
west branch,  to  the  main  river,  about  fifteen  miles,  where  said  branch 
falls  into  the  main  river,  about  half  a  mile  below  latitude  forty-five 
degrees  north.  On  the  trial  of  an  information  by  the  State  vs:  High- 
lands, May  A.  D.  1823,  Coos,  ss.  it  appeared  in  evidence  *  from 
Jeremiah  Eames,  Esq.  one  of  the  above  committee  and  surveyor, 
that  the  northwest  branch  examined  and  described  by  them  in  run- 
ning the  line  as  aforesaid  was  Hall's  stream. 

For  further  continuance  of  possession,  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  a  committee  of  the  Legislature,  Nov.  session,  1826,  Jour- 
nal of  the  House  of  Representatives,  page  68,  and  the  accompany- 
ing resolve,  authorizing  and  requiring  the  attorney  general,  to  insti- 
tute due  proceedings  in  law  against  such  of  said  persons  as  he  shall 
deem  proper,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the. state,  and  die  same  to* 
prosecute  to  final  judgment  to  the  end  that  *he"  said  persons  in  case 
it  shall  be  found  that  diey  have  unlawfully  entered  and  intruded  up- 
on lands,  may  be  removed  therefrom,  which  report  was  accepted. 

At  the  34 1  st  page  of  the  appendix  to  the  Journals  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  Nov,  session  1834,  the  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  certain  duties  as  to  the  tenitory  now  in  question,  reported, 
among  other  things,  that  the  attorney-general,  in  compliance  with 
the  above  rqsolution,  did  institute  legal  proceedings  against  certain 
of  the  settlers,  in  the  superior  court,  in  and  for  the  county  of  Coos, 
which  the  records  ot  that  court,  no  doubt,  show,  but  which  I  have 
had  no  opportunity  to  examine. 

I  would  further  refer.you  to  the  doings  of  a  committee  of  the  Le- 
gislature, as  by  their  report  Dec.  6,  1824,  made  by  their  chairman, 
Mr.  Wilson  of  Lancaster.      They  report  "that  in  exploring  this 
tract,  the  committee  began  at  the  mouth  of  Hall's  Stream,  so  called, 
•  then  up  said  stream,  on  the  main  easterly  branch,  to  the  highlands 
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dividing  the  waters  of  the  Connecticut  and  the  St.  Francois  rivers, 
thence  following  said  highlands  to  4he  westerly  line  of  the  state  of 
JWaine,  thence  southerly  on  said  line  to  the  tract  of  land  granted  by 
this  State  to  Gilmanton  and  Atkinson  Academies,  thence  westerly  on 
the  line  of  said  grant  to 'the  easterly  line  of  the  first  grant  to  Dart- 
mouth College,  thence  Bn  the  east  and  northeastly  liries  of  said  grant 
to  Dartmouth  College  to  Connecticut  river,  thence  down  said  river 
to  the  first  mentioned  bound."  This  committee  were  directed  by 
the  Legislature  to  estimate  the  quantity  of  land  contained  in  this^ 
tract  and  its  value,  and  to  ascertain  the  number  of  inhabitants,  all  of 
which  they  say  in  their  report  they  did  do. 

It  is  important  and  much  to  be  desired,  that  the  Legislature  should 
go  into  a  full  investigation  of  this  subject,  and  that  it  should  decide 
the  question  whether  the  State  has  or  has  not  such  a  title,  and  taken 
and  continued  such  a  possession,  and  so  extended  her  jurisdiction 
orer  this  territory  as  to  justify  a  continuance  of  it,  and  to  so  express 
her  determination,  by  resolve  or  otherwise,  as  that  the  officers  of  the 
Government  may  have  no  hesitation  in  knowing  their  duty,  whether 
peaceably  to  withdraw  and  leave  the  territory  unmolested  until  the 
controversy  as  to  boundary  is  settled  by  the  two  Governments,  or  to 
boldly  and  fearlessly  discharge  their  duties  in  good  faith  to  the  State 
and  all  its  citizens,  by  a  prompt  and  efficient  administration  of  her 
laws

"  Mr.  Speaker — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives that  the  Senate  have  concurred  with  the  House  in  the 
passage  of  the  bill  entitled,  An  act  to  incorporate  the  president,  di- 
rectors and  company  of  the  Nashua  bank,  with  amendments,  in  which

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  State  of  JVew-Hampshire. 

The  undersigned,  justices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Judicature,  have  attentively  con- 
sidered the  questions  proposed  to  them,  by  a  resolution  of  the  House,  passed  on  the 
20th  of  June,  1834. 

These  questions  are — 1.  "  Are  aliens  rateable  polls  within  the  intent  and  meaning 
of  those  provisions  of  the  constitution,  and  laws  of  \hU  State,  which  relate  to  the  num- 
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ber  of  Representatives  to  this  House,  to  which  the  several  towns  in  this  State  are  en- 
titled?" 

2.  "  Whether  persons  over  seventy  yean  of  age  are  rateable  polk  within  the  into* 
and  meaning  of  the  same  provisions  of  said  constitution,  and  laws  of  this  State  ?" 

The  clause  of  the  constitution  upon  which  these  questions  arise  is  as  follows 
"  Every  town,  parish,  or  place  entitled  to  town  privileges,  having  one  hundred  and 
fifty  rateable  male  polls,  of  twenty  one  years  of  age  and  upwards,  may  elect  one  repre- 
sentative ;  if  four  hundred  and  fifty  rateable  polls  may  elect  two  representatives,  sad 
so  proceeding  in  that  proportion,  making  three  hundred  such  rateable  polls  the  moan 
increasing 'number  for  every  additional  representative. 

The  constitution  does  not  designate  what  polls  are  to  be  deemed  rateable,  but  the 
ordinary  import  of  the  terms  would  seem  to  include  all  polls,  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  that  may  by  law  be  taxed,  withln..tne  description  of  rateable  polls. 

The  first  enquiry  then  is,  whether  aliens  are  by  law  liable  to  be  taxed  for  their  peHe 
in  this  state. 

By  the  constitution  power  is  given  to  the*  General  Court,  among  oljier  things,  "  to* 
impose  and  levy  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes,  upon  all 
the  inhabitants  of,  and  residents  within  the  said  state  ;  and  upon  all  estates  within  the 
same" — and  the  statute  of  July  8,  18S0,  enacts,  that  all  public  taxes  shall  be  »q^*«wf<i 
on  the  polls  and  rateable  estates  in  manner  following,  namely,  each  male  poll  from 
eighteen  to  seventy  years  of  age,  (except  those  from  eighteen  to  twenty-one  enrolled 
in  the  militia,  paupers,  and  idiots,)  to  be  valued  at  one  dollar  ten  cents." 

The  act  then  provides  for  the  taxation  of  property,  and  no  distinction  is  made  in  k 
between  the  polls  and  estates  of  citizens  and  aliens. 

The  constitution  having  given  to  the  legislature,  in  express  terms,  the  right  of  impos- 
ing taxes  upon  all  residents  within  the  state,  and  upon  all  estates  within  the  same,  and 
the  language  of  the  statute  being,  each  male  poll,  &c — there  seems  to  be  no  good 
reason  why  aliens .  are  not  within  its  provisions,  and  their  polls  and  estates  liable  to 
taxation. 

It  is  reasonable  that  it  should  be  so.  They  reside  within  the  government,  and  enjoy 
all  the  benefits  of  its  protection,  and  this  without  being  subjected  to  some  of  the  bur- 
dens imposed  upon  the  citizens,  and  it  is  but  just ;  that  for  the  protection  thus  afforded 
they  should  pay,  as  an  equivalent,  similar  taxes  to  those  assessed  upon  the  citizens. 

Aliens  then  are  in  fact  rateable  polls.  They, are  by  law  liable  to  be  taxed  for  their 
polls,  and  it  is  believed  have  generally  been  so  taxed.  They  come  therefore  within 
the  express  letter  of  the  clause  in  the  constitution  providing  for  the  ratio  of  representa- 
tion. 

Is  there  any  reason  why  the  plain  letter  of  the  instrument  should  be  departed  from, 
and  the  polls  of  aliens  excluded,  in  the  enumeration  of  the  rateable  polls  within  any 
town  entitled  to  be  represented.  * 

There  are  cases  which,  although  within  the  letter,  cannot  be  considered  within  the 
spirit  of  the  instrument  and  the  intent  of  those  who  framed  and  adopted  it. 

Thus  the  constitution  provides,  that  "  every  malt  inhabitant  of  each  town,"  &c  in 
this  state,  pf  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards,  excepting  paupers  and  persons  ex- 
cused from  paying  taxes  at  their  own  request,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  town  or 
parish  wherein  he  dwells,  for  the  senator  in  the  district  whereof  he  is  a  member.   And 
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*ll  persons  qualified  to  vole  in  the  election  of  Senators  are  entitled  to  vote  also  in  the 
election  A*  representatives,  governor  and  counsellors. 

Giving  to  the  term,  **  inhabitants"  its  ordinary  signification,  aliens  would  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  choice  of  governor,  counsellors  and  members  of  both  branches  of  the 
legislature. 

But  this  we  think  is  not  the  true  construction.  Other. expressions  in  the  constitution 
indicate  that  the  term,  "  inhabitant,"  *s  used  in  this  relation,  was  not  intended  to  in- 
clude all  residents,  and  reasons  of  public  policy  seem  to  show,  conclusively,  that  it 
most  be  confined  to  such  inhabitants  as  are  citizens  of  the  State.  No  wise  government 
permits  individuals  who  owe  allegiance  to  a  foreign  state,  to  conduct  and  control  its 
political  affairs,  and  for  more  than  twenty  years  we  have  had  a  statute  making  it  penal 
for  aliens  not  naturalized  to  vote  in  the  election  of  officers. 

But  h  will  not  follow,  because  aliens  are  not  allowed  to  vote,  that  they  are  not  to 
be  counted  in  the  enumeration  of  the  rateable  polls  upon  which  the  representation  is 
apportioned.    The  same  reasons  may  not  exist 

We  find  nothing  in  the  constitution,  to  show  that  the  framers  of  that  instrument  in- 
tended mat  aliens  should  be  excluded  in  this  enumeration.  Having  expressly  given  to 
the  legislature  power  to  tax  "  residents,"  and  thus  to  make  the  polls  of  aliens  rateable,. 
it  would  seem,  when  in  the  following  clause  they  speak  of  rateable  polls,  they  must 
hare  understood  all  polls  which  they  had  authorized  (he  legislature  to  tax,  and  which 
that  body  in  pursuance  of  the  power  should  make  taxable. 

Nor  do  any  reasons  of  public  policy  occur  to  us,  which  should  lead  to  a  belief  that 
it  would  not  have  been  the  intention  that  they  should  be  included,  and  thus  require  us 
to  give  a  different  construction  to  this  clause  from  that  which  its  language  imports  in  its 
ordinary  signification. 

By  the  constitution  the  legislature  are  required,  from  time  to  time,  to  divide  the 
state  into  twelve  districts  for  the  election  of  senators  ;  and  in  making  this  division  they 
are  to  govern  themselves  by  the  proportion  of  direct  taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts. 

The  polls  and  estates  of  aliens  being  taxed,  those  taxes  are  taken  into  the  account 
in  dividing  the  state  into  senatorial  districts-  No  distinction  has  ever  been  made  be- 
tween the  taxes  of  citizens  and  those  of  aliens,  in  making  this  apportionment ;  and  if 
the  taxes  which  aliens  pay  are  made  the  foundation  of  representation  in  the  senate,  it 
will  be  difficult  to  discover  why,  under  the  constitution,  their  polls,  so  long  as  they  are 
by  law  rateable,  should  not  be  included  in  the  basis  of  representation  in  the  House,  al- 
though aliens  may  not  elect,  or  be  elected,  their  property  and  polls  go  to  swell  the 
proportion  of  public  taxes  which  the  towns  in  which  they  reside  are  boond  to  pay,  and 
there  seems  to  bo  no  objection  to  giving  to  the  towns  through  the  organization  of 
which  they  contribute  their  quota  of  the  public  expenditures,  a  representation  founded 
upon  their  numbers,  as  well  as  upon  the  numbers  of  the  citizens. 

No  particular  right  or  privilege  is  conferred  on  the  class  of  persons  who  constitute 
the  basis  upon  which  the  apportionment  of  representation  is  made  among  the  sev- 
eral towns.  It  is  a  mere  mode  of  making  the  apportionment.  The  numbers  of  the 
whole  people  of  all  ages  and  sexes  mny  be  selected  as  the  basis. 

By  the  constitution  of  the  Cnitcd  Suites,  representatives  are  to  he  apportioned  among 
the  several  States,  **  according  to  their  rt-pective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined 
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by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  pertora,  including  thoee  bond  to  nemee  fir  * 
tetm  of  jean,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifth*  of  all  other  persons." 

In  Una  whole  '« number  of  free  persons"  resident  aliens  are  incMed.  No  dassB 
enumeration  of  them  was  pnmded  lor  in  the  earlier  acts  lor  taking  the  eensss,  of 
coarse  they  were  included  in  the  aggregate ;  and  although  their  numbers  have  bess 
separately  taken  in  the  later  eaameratioaf ,  they  are  stffl  included  in  the  aggrejUi 
number  of  the  free  white  and  colored  population,  and  the  state  of  New-York  ass,  at 
this  time,  a  representatire  in  Congress  by  reason  of  her  alien  population  alone,  tat 
number  of  aliens  in  that  state,  according  to  the  last  census,  being  over  fifty-two  taot- 


It  appears  men,  that  by  the  constitution  of  this  tote,  power  is  giren  to  the  kgsav 
tare  to  impose  taxes  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  aliens  residing  within  the  State,  sad 
that  by  the  statute  at  present  in  force,  they  are  liable  to  be  taxed  for  thasr  pofls,  an* 
are  thus  in  (act  rateable  polls  ;  and  we  discover  nothing  to  show  mat  it  was  intended 
they  should  be  excluded  from  the  enumeration  of  rateable  polls.— We  are  therefareef 
opinion  that  they  are  rateable  polls  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  thoee  nrovauoet 
of  the  constitution,  and  laws  of  the  state,  which  relate  to  the  number  of  repreeentatrfes, 
to  which  the  several  towns  are  entitled  in  the  House. 

This  discussion  of  the  first  question  necessarily  indicates  our  opinion  upon  the  second. 
Persons  over  seventy  years  of  age  are  not  by  the  existing  laws  Jiable  to  be  taxed  far 
their  pells,  and  we  are  of  course  of  opinion  that  they  are  not  rateable  poBs,  withfeUe 
moaning  of  the  name  provisions.

bave  been  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  during  the 
present  session. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor and  inform  him  that  the  business  of  the  session  having  been 
completed,  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  are  ready  to  be  ad- 
journed, having  attended  to  that  duty— 

A  message  was  received  from  his  Excellency  the  Governor  by  the 
Secretary  of  State — 

"  Mr.  Speaker— I  am  directed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to 
inform  the  House  of  Representatives  that  he  has  approved  all  bills, 
resolutions  and  addresses  which  have  been  presented  for  his  consid- 
eration during  the  present  session,  with  one  exception,  which  he  re- 
turned to  the  honorable  Senate ;  and,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  he  now  adjourns  the  Legislature  to  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  May  next." 
The  Speaker  then  declared  the  House  adjourned  accordingly.

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Report  of  Committee  on  the  Judiciary* 

The  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  message  of  his  Excel"- 
lency  the  Governor,  and  the  documents  accompanying  the  same,  relative  to  the  juris*. 
Miction  claimed  by  the  State  over  the  lands  known  by  the  name  of  the  Indian  Stream 
rterritory,  having  given  to  the  subject  the  best  consideration  time  and  opportunity 
would  permit,  report  that — 

In  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain  in  1783,  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  the  British  Provinces  was  described  as  follows :  "  from  the  North  East  an- 
gle of  Nova  Scotia,  viz :  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  line  drawn  due  North  from 
the  source  of  St  Croix  river,  to  the  highlands  which  divide  those  rivers  that  empty 
themselves  into  the  river  St.  Lawrence  from  those  which  fall  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
to  the  Northwesternmost  head  of  Connecticut  river,  thence  down  along  the  middle  of 
that  river  to  the  forty-fifth  degree  of  North  latitude,"  &c. 

The  committee  further  find  that  the  Legislature,  in  February,  1789,  appointed  a 
committee  to  ascertain  the  unlocated  lands  within  this  State,  by  running  the  line  be- 
tween this  State  and  that  part  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  called  the  Pro- 
vince of  Maine,  and  the  line  between  the  Northerly  part  of  this  State  and  the  Pro- 
vince of  Lower  Canada,  and  that  the  aforesaid  committee  made  a  report  of  their  do- 
ings, Jan.  6,  1790,  by  which  report  it  appears  that  the  line  then  run  by  them,  and  sup- 
posed to  be  in  accordance  with  the  treaty  stipulations  with  Great  Britain,  included  all 
the  territory  in  controversy  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire. 

The  committee  further  find,  from  the  best  information  they  can  obtain,  that  Hall's 
Stream,  selected  by  said  Legislative  committee  as  the  Northernmost  head  of  Connec-' 
ticot  river,  is  so  in  point  of  fact,  and  literally  answers  the  description  of  the  bounda- 
ry given  in  the  treaty  of  1783. 

The  committee  further  find  that  the  Legislature,  at  different  times,  subsequent  to  the 
running  of  the  boundary  line  as  before  stated,  in  1789,  by  their  acts  have  recognised 
the  territory  in  controversy  as  within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  by  resolution  passed  Dec.  22,«1824,  annexed  the  same  to  the  County 
of  Coos. 

The  committee  further  find  thet,  subsequent  to  1800,  various  individuals  went  upon 
said  Territory  and  commenced  a  settlement,  and  that  the  settlers  numbered  near  800 
persons  in  1824,  which  number  has  since  increased.  It  further  appears,  that  in  Sep- 
tember last  certain  individuals,  claiming  to  act  as  the  Council  of  Indian  Stream  Terri- 
tory, wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Washington,  claiming  the  protection  of  the 
General  Government  against  the  State  of  New-Hampshire— that  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
Forsyth,  made  answer  to  this  application,  that  if  the  Indian  Stream  Territory  is  within 
ths  United  States,  it  is  so  because  it  is  within  the  litnitd  of  New-Hampshire— thcrelbre 
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declining  to  interfere  in  their  behalf— that  said  Council  then  made  application  to  tit 
Governor  General  of  Lower  Canada,  and  claimed  the  protection  of  his  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment against  the  State  of  New-Hampshire. 

The  committee  further  find  that,  immediately  on  such  application  being  mode  ss 
aforesaid,  the  Governor  General  of  Lower  Canada  communicated  with  the  Executive 
of  the  United  States,  through  the  British  Minister  at  Washington,  claiming  the  i 
rence  of  the  General  Government  to  prevent  New-Hampshire  from  exercising  j 
tion  over  said  Territory  till  the  disputed  question  of  boundary  shall  be  finally  settled— 
and  that  Mr.  Forsyth,  on  the  20th  of  April,  1885,  wrote  to  the  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire  informing  him  of  such  application,  and  requesting  information  on  the  sab- 

jecL 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  the  committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  Stale 
should  continue  the  possession,  taken  in  1789,  and  maintain  her  jurisdiction  over  the 
Territory  until  the  question  of  boundary  shall  be  finally  settled — that  the  honor  and 
dignity  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  rights  of  those  citizens  who  now  claim  oar  protec- 
tion and  the  benefit  of  our  laws,  alike  demand  that  this  course  should  be  pursued. 

The  principle  that  the  party  in  possession  of  a  territory  has  a  right  to  retain  the  pet- 
session  while  negotiations  for  the  title  are  going  on,  was  distinctly  recognized  as  cor- 
rect by  Lord  Castlereacb,  in  a  conference  with  the  American  Minister,  Mr.  Rush,  it 
1817,  on  the  subject  of  the  disputed  boundaries  between  Great  Britian  and  the  United 

The  committee  further  find,  in  the  examination  thus  made  into  the  subject  of  the 
right  of  jurisdiction  over  said  Territory,  that  a  claim  has  been  made  by  certain  individ- 
uals to  the  title  of  soil  to  said  Territory. — That  said  claim  of  title,  as  appears  by  i 
report  made  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State  in  December,  1824,  by  a  committee  ap. 
pointed  to  investigate  the  subject,  is  founded  on  a  deed  of  conveyance  executed  by  aa 
Indian  calling  himself  Philip,  dated  June  28,  1796,  purpoting  to  convey  to  certain 
grantees  therein  named  a  large  tract  of  country,  embracing  nearly  one  half  of  the 
northerly  part  of  the  County  of  Cooe,  all  the  territory  in  controversy,  and  a  portion  of 
country  which  is  now  considered  within  the  limits  of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada. 
/The  committee  further  find  that  the  grantees  named  in  said  deed,  and  those  churning 
under  them,  have,  for  many  years  past,  as  the  journals  of  the  House  and  Senate  show, 
importuned  the  Legislature  for  a  confirmation  of  said  Philip's  grant 

The  committee  further  find  that  the  land  included  within  the  limits  of  said  Territory, 
exclusive  of  what  has  been  released  by  the  State  to  actual  settlers,  amounts  to  140,000 
or  150,000  acres — that  one  half  of  this  amount  may  be  considered  equal  in  quality  to 
any  in  the  section  of  country  where  it  lies,  and  is  suitable  for  agricultural  improve- 
ment On  the  question  whether  it  is  expedient  for  the  Legislature  to  release  the  laadi 
to  the  grantees  under  Philip's  deed,  the  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opiniss 
that  the  grantees  acquired  no  title  by  said  deed  to  those  lands,  and  have  no  daue  to 
the  same  or  against  the  State,  either  legal  or  equitable. 

.The  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  go  into  the  reasons  which  induced  them  to 
form  the  opinion  above  expressed.  They  are  so  obvious  they  will  doubtless  occur  to 
the  mind  of  every  one. 

As  to  the  value  of  these  lands  at  the  present  time,  the  committee  cannot  express  say 
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very  confident  opinion.    Bnt  judging  from  most  sales  of  land  of  an  inferior  quality  to 
what  this  is  supposed  to  be,  it  mast  at  least  be  considered  worth  one  dollar  per  acre. 
Ota  this  statement  of  the  case  the  committee  report  the  accompanying  resolution.

On  reading  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Wheelwright,  Stone  and  Smith  Shops  the  inquiry  natu- 
rally follows,  Why  is  it  that  these  shops  after  doing  business  from 
Sept.  12,  1834  to  Jan.  1,  1835,  shew  a  loss  ?    The  answer  is  that 
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the  appraisal  of  property  on  hand  and  the  appraisal  of  property  tor 
the  contractors  Jan.  1,  1*835,  is  less  than  appraised  tome  on  the  13th 
Sept.  1834. 

For  proof  of  the  truth  of  this  statement,  see  comparison  of  apprai- 
sals herewith  submitted.  While  I  would  hold  both  boards  of  apprai- 
sers above  imputation,  1  wish  to  express  no  opinion  of  their  apprai- 
sals ;  property  appraised  by  both  is  on  hand,  which  I  shall  be  ready 
at  any  time  to  exhibit,  that  an  opinion  may  be  formed  which  apprais- 
sal  is  nearest  the  true  value.  The  stone  on  hand  is  appraised  at 
twenty-five  cents  per  foot,  seven  cents  less  in  the  foot  than  appraised 
to  me,  making  a  difference  of  two  hundred  fifty-one  dollars,  fifty-one 
cents,  and  which,  if  so  appraised,  would  shew  a  gain  to  this  shop  of 
$37,  over  and  above  all  loss  by  the  appiaisals.  The  difference  in 
the  Smith  shop,  between  "the  appraisal  of  Sept.  12,  1834,  and  the 
appraisal  and  purchases  since,  is  about  $850,  which  would  give  a 
profit  to  that  shop  of  $200  54.  The  same  observations  apply  to  the 
Wheelright  shop.  In  the  Shoe  shop  there  was  sustained  but  a  small 
loss  by  difference  of  appraisals  and  shews  a  profit  of  $235  81.  The 
business  heretofore  carried  on  here  was  not  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  could  not  without  a  radical  change  be  made  sufficiently  profita- 
ble to  defray  the  charges  of  the  institution.  Other  institutions  where 
the  prisoners  are  not  let,  shew  a  like  result  to  ours.  A  gentleman 
from  Maine  who  was  visiting  the  Prisons  through  the  country,  inform- 
ed me  the  other  day  that  theirs  had  been  an  average  annual  charge 
on  the  treasury  of  $4500. — He  also  informed  me  that  nineteen  cents 
per  man  per  day  was  all  the  convicts  earned  in  the  Eastern  Peniten- 
tiary, Pennsylvania,  and  thai  it  cost  that  to  support  and  clothe  them, 
so  that  the  salary  of  all  its  officers  were  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury. 
\  am  also  informed  that  the  Vermont  State  Prison  is  a  tax  on  the 
treasury,  but  have  no  data  from  which  to  submit  to  you  correct  infor- 
mation. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  reason  why  some  penitentiaries 
are  profitable,  lies  in  the  large  number  of  convicts  and  that  they  are 
let.  I  have  by  and  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  board  of 
directors,  entered  into  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Burley  and  Richard- 
son, in  which  it  is  stipulated,  that  for  the  labour  of  the  convicts  for 
five  years,  they  are  to  pay  all  expenses  of  the  prison  and  salary  of  all 
its  officers  during  said  term,  for  the  faithful  observance  and  perform- 
ance of  which  a  bond  is  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
There  is  a  descrepancy  between  this  report  and  that  of  the  commit- 
tee of  the  executive,  owing  to  some  small  claims  being  presented  to 
and  allowed  by  me  since  that  report.  It  will  be  understood  that  since 
Jan.  1,  all  expense  of  the  prison  has  been  charged  directly  to  the 
contractors.  There  is  some  property  on  hand  appraised  to  me 
which  I  have  not  appraised,  considering  it  real  estate  :  such  are  all 
the  boilers  set.  The  appraisal  of  this  would  shew  a  less  loss  and  ex- 
cuse to  the  institution.     For   information  relative  to  the  moral  and 
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religious  condition  of  the  institution,  reference  may  be  had  to  the  re- 
port of  the  chaplain  appended.  The  good  health  of  the  convicts  calls 
for  a  large  quantity  of  food  which  it  is  believed  is  more  in  quantity, 
and,  equal  in  quality,  to  that  of  any  other  prison.  The  quantity  of 
animal  food  is  near  double  that  allowed  bys  law  in  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut  and  New  York  Prisons.  After  bestowing  all  the  atten- 
tion to  the  collection  of  the  debts,  my  other  duties  would  admit  of,  I 
have  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  attorney  for  collection,  all  claims  but 
those  very  recently  contracted,  and  those  beyond  all  doubt  irretrieva- 
bly lost-  All  other  information  in  my  power  to  give,  will  be  most 
readily  and  cheerfully  bestowed  ;  and  now,  asking  but  a  candid  con- 
sideration, I  solicit  a  close  investigation. 
All  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

Memorandum  of  an  agreement,  made  this  eleventh  day  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  of  our  hord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  between  John  M 'Daniel  of  Concord,  in  the  county  of  Merri- 
mack and  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Warden  of  the  New- Hampshire 
State  Prison,  and  in  behalf  of  said  State,  of  the  first  part,  and  Wil- 
liam Richardson  of  said  Concord  and  Gordon  Burley  of  Canaan,  in 
the  county  of  Grafton,  in  said  State,  of  the  second  part,  Witness- 
ed; 

Thtft  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreement* 
hereinafter  mentioned,  of  the  said  parly  of  the  second  part,  the  said 
party  of  the  first  pan,  doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  said  party  of  the  second  to  hire  out  and  let  the  *said  party  of  ihe 
second  part  have  the  labour  arid  services  of  all  the  prisoners  which 
now  are  or  may  be  confined  m  the  New- Hampshire  State  Prison 
agreeable  io  sentence  of  Court;  except  such  as  shall  be  pardonedijy 
the  executive,  withiri  the  term  and  till  the  end  of  five  years  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  January  next  ;  and  further  that  the  said  party 
of  the  second  shall  have  the  free  use  and  occupation  of  the  shops  of 
said  prison  and  the  avails  and  profits  cf  all  the  labour  and  services 
and  all  the  perquisites  derived  from  persor.s  vishi.ig  said  prison. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  said  party  of  the  fii^t  part  abote 
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fanentioned,  doth  hereby  Covenant  and  agree,  to  and  with  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  and  his  successor  in  office,  to  defray  and  pay 
from  time  to  time  all  the  expenses  as  they  become  due  incident  to 
the  said  prison  and  prisoners,  both  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  of 
every  kind,  name  or  nature  whatsoever,  including  the  salary  ot  the 
Warden  and  all  the  officers  and  men  necessarily  employed  on  any 
occasion,  and  all  other  expenses  without  any  exception,  to  keep  the 
walls  and  shops  during  said  term,  and  deliver  them  up  at  the  end  of 
five  years  in  as  good  order  and  repair  as  at  present,  natural  wear  and 
tear  and  casualties  excepted  ;  and  also  to  take  all  the  tools  and  im- 
plements of  the  mechanicks  shops,  and  all  the  bedding  and  clothing 
and  other  furniture  of  the  prison,  and  return  them  or  others  of  the 
same  kind  at  the  end  of  said  five  years  in  as  good  order  and  valuable 
as  dt  present. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  between  said  parties  that  the  said  prison 
and  prisoners  and  all  officers  whatever  shall  be  under  the  govern- 
ment and  discipline  of  the  warden  of  said  prison,  and  all  overseers, 
guards,  watchmen  and  other  persons  employed  in  or  about  said  pris- 
on, to  be  selected,  appointed  and  discharged  by  the  warden  at  pleas- 
ure, and  all  provision  and  fuel  and  necessaries  of  every  kind  for  said 
prison  to  be  purchased  at  his  discretion  and  under  his  direction  and 
the  warden  to  retain  to  his  use  during  said  term  all  the  perquisites  as 
heretofore  enjoyed  by  him  and  by  his  predecessors  in  office,  and  the 
Executive  Government  of  the  State  and  the  Warden  of  said  prison 
are  to  have  and  retain  all  the  right,  power,  authority  and  control 
over  said  prison  and  discipline  of  said  prisoners  in  as  ample  and  as 
full  a  manner  as  they  now  have; 

And  it  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  ' 
parties,  that  if  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  neglect  for  the 
term  of  three  months,  after  demand  made  to  fulfill  all  their  covenants 
and  agreements  within  mentioned,  according  to  the  true  tenor  there- 
of; then  the  Governor  and  Council  for  the  time  being  shall  have 
power  to  put  an  end  to  this  contract*  - 

And  it  is  further  agreed  and  stipulated  between  the  said  parties, 
and  this  is  the  express  understanding,  that  if  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  neglect  to  fulfill  and  perform  their  said  covenants 
and  agreements,  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  State  of  New- 
Hampshire  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  damages,  besides  ar- 
rears due  for  expenses. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  and  understood  between  said  parties  that 
no  more  guards,  watchmen  or  other  persons  are  to  be  employed  than 
the  Warden  in  his  sound  discretion  shall  deem  necessary. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  between  the  said  Warden  and  the  party 
above  named  of  the  second  part  thru  he  is  to  have  the  power  and 
exclusive  right  to  permit  those  sick  to  go  to  the   hospital  and  when 
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any  are  affected  with  complaints  that  they  cannot  work  comfortably 
in  one  shop,  to  remove  them  to  another  shop  where  they  can.

Concordy  Juney  1835. 

Having  received  intimation  from  the  Warden  of  the  N.  H.  State 
Prison  that  any  facts  relative  to  the  moral  and  religious  condition  of 
its  inmates  would  be  a  suitable  appendage  to  the  report  to  the  pres- 
ent Legislature,  the  Chaplain  would  respectfully  submit — 

That  having  officiated  at  the  Prison  for  the  last  six  months,  the 
conduct  of  the  Prisoners  during  that  time  has  been,  not  only  orderly 
and  proper,  but  that  they  have  shown  generally  a  marked  attention 
to  religious  services.  In  some  instances  it  is  believed  that  religious 
impressions  have  become  permanent.  In  evidence  of  these  state- 
ments, it  may  be  sufficient  to  add  that  a  majority  of  the  convicts 
have  voluntarily  attended  Bible  Classes  for  the  purposes  of  religious 
instruction  and  conversation,  which  have  been  held  during  the  inter- 
vals of  divine  service.  Several  gentlemen  in  connection  with  die 
Warden  have  assisted  in  these  exercises  to  whom  thanks  are  due  for 
their  benevolent  Christian  labors.  In  proof  that  these  labors  have 
not  been  fruitless,  a  Prisoner  recently  pardoued  by  the  Execuure 
visited  his  teacher,  and  with  tears  of  grr*itude  expressed  his  thanks 
for  the  interest  taken  in  his  religioqs  welfare,  and  added  that  many 
others  were  equally  grateful  and  happy  in  the  privileges  thus  permit- 
ted them. 

It  is  believed  that  the  circumstance  of  separate  confinement  since 
the  erection  of  the  new  wing  of  the  Prison  has  been  more  favorable 
tlian  any  other  one  thing  to  this  improvement  of  their  moral  and  re- 
ligious condition. 

The  Chaplain  would  add  a  strong  expression  of  thanks  to  the 
Ward  en  and  Deputy  Warden  for  the  facilities  which  have  been  fur- 
nished for  the  improvement  of  the  Prisoners  and  for  the  active  per- 
sonal assistance  they  have  rendered.

"^"^r^Uency's  Message  as  relates  to  the  State  Prison,  and  also  the 
ainltfulA^.^  of  the  Warden  of  said  Prison,  report  that  they  have 
bestowed  that  «T4r  j»\  '^  upon  those  subjects  which  their  limited  time 
would  admit;  The^i-ommenced  their  examination  with  the  time 
at  which  the  present  Warden  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  office, 
and  extended  it  to  the  first  of  May  last,  not  minutely,  but  as  much 
so  as  was  practicable.  On  the  first  day  of  January  last,  the  prisoners' 
services  were  let  out  td  Messrs.  Burleyand  Richardson,  as  the  House  v 
are  aware,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  exonerate  the  State  almost  entire- 
ly from  any  future  expense  incident  to  the  prison.  The  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  the  contract  entered  into  by  the  Warden,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive,  will  be  much  to  the  pecuniary  advan- 
tage of  the  State.  The  facts  which  your  committee  supposed  most 
desirable  to  be  presented  to  the  Hpuse,  are  the  amount  of,  the  de- 
mands against  the  prison,  and  the  funds  and  means  in  its  possession 
to  liquidate  them.
